THE DOUBLE PAY SCANDAL 


“ ALLOWANCES” FOR 
THE BERING SEA FORCE. 


LUXURIOUS INCOMES GIVEN BY THE 
LAST ADMINISTRATION—MAJOR HAL- 
FORD GETS NEARLY AND J. STANLEY 
BROWN over $9,000 a YEAR— 
HOW THE DISCOVERY WAS MADE. 


WASHINGTON, Mareh 31.—The publication of 
the facts recently noted about the “ allow- 
ances” to the Bering Sea force of agents, counsel, 
assistant counsel, and secretaries has stirred a 
breeze in the State and Treasury Departments. 
Secretary Gresham has nothing yet to offer and 
hedoes notdeny. There is no occasion for denial. 
By and by there may be a necessity to make 4 
statement. It is plain enough, however, that 
Secretary of State Foster made extremely com- 
fortable arrangements for John W. Foster, who 
was to be Government Agent, and for the six- 
teon persons who were to go to Paris to settle 
the seal disputes. 
Secretary Carlisle is not yet ready to say any- 
thing. He considers it remarkable that officers 
of the Treasury, on salary, with allowances for 
necessary expenditures, should also be granted 
“allowances” by the State Department to 
swell their compensation beyond that of Cabi- 
net officers. To a mere ontsider the whole 
acheme of outlay looked like an effort to pre- 
vent the accumulation of another surplus. 
It is not deemed probable that the Senate will 
venture to ask for information without the 
presence of the House. As all the $50,000 aup- 
posed to be required to meet the expenses of 
the arbitration for this year was divided up be- 
foreband and each man’s share allowed to him 
in advance, there does not seem to be any way 
of stopping the “ allowances.” 
The only reason the two departments came to 
inquire into these expenditures was that Secre- 
tary Gresham, in looking over the papers in the 
case, became interested in knowing how the ex- 
penses were provided to be met. That made it 
necessary to go to the Treasury, and a compari- 
son of notes showed the fact of double allow- 
ances. 
Secretary of State Foster ordered the payment 
of $15 per day to Major Halford, in addition to 
his regular army pay. Major Halford’s regular 
pay is about $3,500 a year. The additional $15 
aday, which is made & charge against the State 
Department, is more than the daily pay of a 
Senator or Member of Congress, as the latter re- 
no oy a ular

The army pay of Major Halford, added to the 
State Department pay, would make sbout 
$8,675 ear. Y 

It is not disclosed just what sum “Secretary 
of State” Foster directed should be paid to 
“Agent” Foster of the Bering Sea Commission. 
The records of the two departments show, how- 
ever, that most if not all of the staff of the 
Bering Sea Commission was ordered to be paid 
~_ 4 TF oune Brown, “expert,” who married 
a daughter of President Gartield, according to 
the records of the State Departinent is on the 
ataft of the Bering Sea Commission at $15 per 
day. But the records of the Treasury Depart- 
ment also disclose that Mr. Brown is commis- 


sioned ag an officer of the Treasury Department 
to make certain investigations of seal life, for 


day. Thus Mr. Brown receives $25 per day, 
which is $9,125 per year, or more than the pay 
of a Cabinet officer. 

There are seven or eight other officials who 
are receiving double pay by express authority 
and direction of those who were in power dur- 
ing the latter partof Mr. Harrison’s Administra- 
tion. These extras vary from $15 per day down 
the latter being the lowest sum 
paid in extras. These latter officials who are 
thus drawing from $6 to $15 per day are also 
drawing ranging from $1,500 to $3,000 


er year.

ANXIOUS FOR MORE FIGHTING. 


BOTH SIDES AT ANTLERS PREPARED FOR 
ANOTHER BATTLE. 


Paris, Texas, March 31.—At Antlers both 
sides were resting on their arms this mornicg, 
awaiting the arrival of Gov. Jones. He was ex- 
pected to arrive at 10 o’clock, but for some 
reason did not put in an appearance then. 
There was nearly a riot at the militia camp 
this morning. A Deputy Marshal seized a quan- 
tity of liquor which a militiaman was endeay- 
ering to smuggle into camp and spilled it on 
the ground. The militiaman called his com- 
rades to his assistance, and matters looked se- 
rious for a while. 

Dispatches received from Antlers this after- 
noon indicated that serious trouble weuld pro 
ably occur in afew hours. The militia were at 
Goodland and Locke’s men were strongly in- 
trenched at Antlers. They had thrown up bar- 
ricades and were determined to make a stub- 
born battle. 

It was said the militiamen were drinking and 
becoming mutinous, threatening to make an at- 
tack on Locke’s camp. ‘ 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Late last night Sec- 
retary Hoke Smith received a telegram from 
Commissioner Gibbons at Antlers, Indian Terri- 
tory, in which he stated that unless steps were 
immediately taken to prevent a collision’ be- 
tween the two rival factions of Choctaw Indi- 
ans bloodshed was imminent. 

Secretary Smith communicated with the Sec- 
retary of War with the result that the officer in 
command of the United States troops nearest 
the scene of the threatened trouble has been 
instructed to inform himself of the exact situa- 
tion end take such action as it seems to war- 
rant. Agent Bennett, at Muscogee, has also 
been directed to proceed at once to the locality 
and report upon the situation. 





Chasing Opium Smugglers. 

San FRANCISCO, March 31.—A revenue cutter 
sailed secretly two nights ago on a still hunt for 
$40,000 worth of smuggled opium, which is be- 
lieved to be concealed on the coast below Mon- 
terey. 

Customs Inspector Batterson received a tip 
that 2,000 pounds of fine prepared opium had 


been secretly shipped from Victoria, B. C., in 
hermetically sealed milk cans. Its destination 
Was reported to be this city,and the landing 
lace @ secluded spot near Point Sur Light- 
ouse. 
He tried to reach the place by land, but failed, 
and so he returned and secured permission 
from Washington to use the revenue outter.

GHERARDI AT HAMPTON ROADS, 
a 

HIS SQUADRON ARRIVES SAFKFELY— 
CALLED ON BY ADMIRAL WALKER. 


Fort Morreon, Va, March 31.—About 6 
o’clook this morning the torpedo boat Cushing 
arrived and anchored close to the Hampton 
Channel. She parted from the other vessels of 
Admiral Gherardi’s squadron yesterday morn- 
ing off Sandy Hook, and made her way to this 
piace, running under one boiler only, and mak- 
ing between thirteen and fourteen knots. 
The dark olive she has been painted, smoke- 
stacks, hull, and all, makes it quite diMoult to 
distinguish her until she gots very close, even 
in the comparatively light-colored waters of 
this locality. At sea or'in harbors, where 
the water is darker, it would probably be almost 
impossible to make her out, particularly at 
night, as the search lights do not admit of a 
dark body being picked up as quickly as a 
lighter-oolored one. 

The arrival of the Cushing kept the piazzas of 
the hotel and the various balconies well filled 
with people on the lookout for the larger vessels. 


Glasses were constantly turning in the direc- 
tion of Cape Henry, and about 9:30 suspicious- 
looking black smoke clouds indicated that some- 
thing would very soon develop. 

A glance at the war vessels at anchorage 
showed an unusual display of bunting, and the 
substituting of a red flag for the blue one that 
had heretofore flown from the masthead of the 
Chicago showed that aboard that vessel the 
approaching steamers had been made out to be 
those under Admiral Gherardi’s command. 

Shortly afterward the white hull of his flagship, 
the Philadelphia, came in sight, followed by the 
Yorktown and Baltimore, and as they came 
still nearer the Vesuvius was discovered close 
to the flagship. As the Philadelphia steamed 
past the Atlanta the Marine Guard saluted, and 
at the same time the firing of the guns of the 
Chicago caused additional excitement among 
the onlookers. 

Thirteen guns, the number prescribed for a 
Rear Admiral, were fired, and as the last one 
sounded over the water there was a return sa- 
lute, gun for gun, from the Philadelphia. 

When abreast the hotel wharf the latter ves- 
sel anchored. The Baltimore took a position 
outside that occupied by the Atlanta, while the 
Yorktown and Vesuvius found berths in the line 
established already by the vessels of Admiral 
Walker’s squadron. : 

As soon as practicable after the anchors were 
dropped, the various commanding officers 
went aboard the Philadelphia to report. The 
barge from the Chicago, carrying Admiral 
Walker and his fiag ofticer, Lieut. Staunton, was 
the first alongside the Philadelphia. Admiral 
Gherardi met Admiral Walker as he passed over 
the side, and the two walked on into the cabin, 
where Admiral Walker remained for some time 
and then returned to his ship. 

Admiral Gherardi has not yet entirely recov- 
ered from an attack of the grip, which has 
eaught a number of the officers and men of the 
Philadelphia. 

To-morrow the San Francisco, and probably 
the Newark, will come down from Norfolk, 
when there will be more salutes and ceremo- 
nies, but when these are over there will be but, 
few more until the arrival of the foreign ves- 
sels, when there will be more functioning than 
ever. 

The busy tenders of the lighthouse establish- 
ment are about to place buoys in positions in- 
dicated by Admiral Gherardi, s0 as to insure 
the coasters keeping clear of the war ships. 

The hotel parlors were all wel! filled by army 
and navy officers this evening, and in addition 
there was much more than a sprinkling of ool- 
lege students, who are to regale the guests with 
a glee concert to-morrow evening. The Yale 
yacht lies at anchor off the wharf and the Yale 
tiag flies from the hotel. 





MUST HELP THEMSELVES. 


THE MANHATTAN WILL MOVE NO MORE 
VESSELS TO ANCHORAGE GROUND. 


It has been decided by the Anchorage Inspect- 
ore of this port that hereafter all vessels found 
anchored outside the legal anchorage grounds 
of the harbor must obtain the means to place 
themselves inside the lawful limits, The prac- 
tice in the past has permitted of the United 
States revenue steamer Manhattan moving 
these vessela. 

The Manhattan isthe regular anchorage patrol 
vessel of the port. Her duty is to patrol daily 
the East and North Rivers and the anchorage 
grounds at Communipaw, Ellis Island, Red 
Hook, Yellow Hook, and Staten Island. When- 
ever the Manhattan has found a foreign or do- 
mestic vessel anchored outsides the anchorage 
grounds she has made a practice of assisting 


such vessels to a proper anchorage. By so do- 
ing she has saved no little expense to vessel 
owners. 

The Anchorage Inspectors now deem that the 

= four years during which the anchorage 
awe have been in force has been a sufficient 
time in which to'enable all pilots and tugboat 
men to thoroughly acquaint themselves with 
tHe anchorage ground limits. Hereafter the 
Manhattan, when on her rounds, will simply 
warn all vessels found anchored outside the 
anchorage grounds to move immediately within 
the proper limits. 

At the same time the officers of the Manhat-. 
tan will obtain the name of the vessel and that 
of her master, the name of the owner, and the 
names of the pilot and tugboat Captain respon- 
sible forthe improper anchorage. The vessel 
will be reported to the Collector of Customs tor 
a Violation of the Anchorage act and be liable 
toa fine of 3100. The time consumed by the 
vesselin moving into the anchorage grounds 
will also be observed. 

The work of the Manhattan during the past 
Winter has been particularly arduous owing to 
the presence of much ice in the harbor. ‘ine 
Manhattan, during her busiest times, has moved 
as many as 500 vessels in one month. 

The anchorage grounds of the port are con- 
trolled by Federal authority. This is made pos- 
sible owing tothe waters of the harbor being 
contiguous to the shores of mgre than one 
State. Chicagois the only other port in the 
United States at which the Federal anchorage 
lawe have been asked for. At Chicago the an- 
chorage laws will not be enforced until a com- 
mission settles upon the limits to be observed.

STILL IN THE LONGUEIL’S HOLD.

‘THE BIG GUN NOT TO BE LIFTED OUT 
THIS WEEK. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Maroh 31.—Many sightseers 
visited Sparrow's Point to-day expecting to see 
the 124-ton gun lifted from the hold of the 
steamship Longueil, but they were disappointed. 

The machinery for operating the shears has 
not yet been been completely adjusted. There 
is a great deal of comment on the delay in trans- 
ferring the gun to the truck, and some have said 
that the hydraulic machinery would not be 
equal to the task, afterall. One of the foremen 
in charge of the shears said to-day to a corre- 
spondent of Tue New-York Times that there 
was nothing in this story. 

“ The fact is,” said he, “‘ wo are getting ready 
much faster than was at first calenlated. It 
was understood that we were to have a month's 
more time to finish the shears than the Krupps 
have given us. 

“It has been decided to test the apparatus 
with 150 tons of stee) rails instead of 130 tons, 
and the gun will probably not be removed be- 
tore Monday or Tueaday.”’ 

A large ew of ladies visited the Longueil 
to-day, and they seemed as much interested as 
the men, and clambered all over the sbip. 
Capt. Williamson felt highly complimented.

LAWYER CARROLL AGGRIEVED. 


HE CHARGES MR. BENHAM WITH SEND- 
ING AN INSULTING VALENTINE. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 31.—One of ‘the 
most peculiar cases ever before U nited States 
officers in this district came up this morning 
when C. D. Benham was arraigned before Com- 
missioner Gilbert, charged with injuring the 
reputation of a lawyer by writing sourrilous 
letters to him. 

Mr. Benham is a well-known young business 
man of Canandaigua, and the plaintiff in the 
case is Seneca Carroll, an attorney of Rome, 
N. Y., who at one time resided in Canandaigua 
and subsequently in this city. Last Valentine’s 
Day Lawyer Carroll, who is a bachelor, received 
five missives, which, however, were not of the 


kind that loving maidens might be expected to 
send. The envelopes bore various addresses, 
such as “ Dis Hon. 8. Carroll.” 

One of the valentines which reached the law- 
yor was addressed, in what appeared to be a 
feminine hand, as follows: ‘Seneca Carroll, 
Esg., Farmer and Horse Jockey, Canandaigua, 
Ontario County, N. Y.’”’ The message within 
ran as follows: 

“You wanta wife, you ugly coon, 
And who would marry you}! 
No ene, unless some crazy loon 
© could no better do. 
But soon an iron she would take 
And hit you on your old bald pate.” 

Mr. Carroll believed ‘that Mr. Benham sent 
him the valentine, and accordingly had him ar- 
rested. Mr. Benham pleaded not guilty to the 
charge and said that he had written bas one 
letter to the attorney in his life, and that was 
of a business nature, about three yeara ago. 

At noon the examination was adjourned to 
April 11, when District Attorney Alexander 
will be present. Mr. Benham furnished bail to 
the amount of $300.

FISH COMMISSIONERS COULD NOT GET 
ENOUGH SPACE AT THE FAIR. 


)” Rocuxster, N. Y., March 31.—L. D. Hunting- 
ton, F. L. Flower, and E. A. Doyle of New-York 
City; Robert Hamilton of Greenwich, and D. G. 
Hackney of Fort Piain, members of the New- 
York Commission of Fisheries, which meets at 
Mumford to-morrow, arrived in this city this 
morning and held a conference at the Whitcomb 
House. Mr. Hamilton told areporter that the 
ponds at the hatcheries would be rebuilt in the 
present season and many permanent improve- 
ments made. 

“ Heretofore the ponds have been constructed 
of wood,” said he, ** but we propose to build the 
new ones of stone, They are more healthy, and 
in the end cheaper. 

“ The stooking of streams with trout will be- 
gin in a few days. The apportionment was 


made in the middle of February, but the fish 
are not sent out until the lst of April.” 

The Commissioners expressed themselves as 
sorry that the Empire State fisheries would not 
be represented at the World's Fair. Prepara- 
tions were made early last Fall to have the 
State fish hatching and propagation establish- 
ment represented at Chicago by a large exhibi- 
tion.

FLOODS IN THE NORTHWEST, 


—_——_———. 
RIVERS OF MINNESOTA AND SOUTH 
DAKOTA ARE BOOMING. 


Br. Paut, Minn., Mareh 31.—The rivers of 
Minnesota and South Dakota are booming to- 
night. Adangerous ice gorge has formed in 
the Missouri River five miles north of Chamber- 
lain, & D., the ice being piled over thirty feet 
high at 8 P. M. 

On account of the gorge the river fell two feet 
in ah hour at Chamberlain, but flooded the 
country for miles above the gorge, the people 
on the bottom lands being forced to take te the 
bills. 

When the gorge breaks it is feared that all 
the steamers and ponten boats will be washed 
away. The dam across the Zumbro at Mazeppa 
was washed away at 9 o’olock this morning. All 


that remains of the famous water power at that 
pointis avout a quarter of the dam and the 
loundation walls of the mill. 

Owing to bridge washouts on the Midland 
Road, above Mazeppa, trains have been unable 
to reach Zumbro to-day. At Owatonna the 
Straight River has riseu five feet, and the sur- 
rounding lowlands are all under water. 

At Medford Station, on the St. Paul Road, the 
ice formed a gorge and pushed a bridge off its 
foundation. 

The overflow of the Straight River at Fari- 
bault has become so serious as to force the 
shutting down of the tlour mills,

A FRENZIED WOMAN'S DEED 


DRUNKEN MBS. DODD THROWS 
HER BABY FROM A WINDOW. 


SHE HAD TRIED TO STAB A NEIGHBOR 
JUST BEFORE AND SHE 
TO JUMP OUT JUST A¥FTER-—HELD 
BY HER MOTHER-IN-LAW—NO HOPE 
FOR THE CHILD’S RECOVERY. 


STRUGGLED 


Good Friday’s calendar of crime, kept com- 
paratively clean and white during the day, was 
sadly blotted late in the evening, when Kate 
Dodd, a married woman, aged about thirty- 
four, in an excess of what the doctors call 
homicidal mania, brought on by a long and con- 
tinuous course of debauchery, threw her one- 
year-old child, John, from the second-story 
window of the three-story brick tenement house 
at 435 East Eighteenth Street. 

No more dangerous or disreputable locality, 
according to Police Sergeant Quigley of the 
Twentieth Precinct, exists in this olty than the 
block of houses between Firat Avenue and 
Avenue A, in which 435 East Eighteouth Street 
stands, and there is not the slightest doubt 
that the Dodds, man and wife, were of the kind 
that had done their utmost to earn for the 
neighborhood this unenviable reputation. 

The husband, John Dodd, is serving a term on 
the island for a most brutal and cowardly as- 
sault on & woman, a neighbor, committed on 
last New Yoar’s Eve. 

The woman, too, some time ago drank herself 
into such a state of total irresponsibility and 
frenzy that she had to be removed temporarily 
to an asylum, from which, as is proved clearly 
by her crime of last night, she should never 
have been liberated. 

In fact, the family matters of the Dodds were 
80 malodorous that, even in a neighborhood 
where the upbringing of children is by no 
means s0 advanced or so much thought of as it 
should be, they some time ago reached the ears 
of the Children’s Society, which promptly made 
an investigation, with the result that it was 
found necessary to take the three children then 
alive, two boys and one girl, aged respectively 
fifteen, eight, and four, from the custody of the 
brutal and drunken father and equally brutal 
and debauched mother. 

With this recapitulation of the Dodd history 
as a prelude, itis easy to see that yesterday’s 
crime was the culmination of a long series of 
drunken debauches, inevitably ending in out 
bursts of fury that wreaked its venom on the 
nearest object. 

The woman had been drinking heavily for 
over @ week, till her naturally vicious temper 
was as tinder, only waiting for the match. 
Andrew Strom, a burly, six-foot Swede, em- 
ployed as @ coal shoveler, and living in apart- 
ments opposite to the dingy and dirty rooms of 
Mrs. Dodd, supplied It. 

He had come home about 9 o’elock, sooty and 
black from his work, and, clad only in his trous- 
ers, after a wholesale wash, was standing in the 
commen passageway drying himself and talk- 
ing to Mrs. Dodd. He made some good-humored 
remark concerning Mrs. Dodd’s condition 
which fired her in an instant. 

She snatched up a carving knife and sprang 
athim. He fended off the slash, however, with 
DO worse result thanacut lip. He throw her 
down and took the knife from her and let her 
go, thinking that her fury had expended itself. 

No sooner was she free than she caught up a 
second and smaller knife and made for the big 
Swede again. 

Unprepared as he was,he narrowly escaped 
anugly gash on his naked chest, but for the 
seoond time he succeeded in throwing her dewn 
and getting the fresh weapon from her. This 
second failure seemed to daunt Mrs. Dodd and 
she looked for an easier object on which to vent 
her frenzy. 

On the lounge in her room lay her sleeping 
baby. Strom, disgusted, and perhaps somewhat 
frightened, went back to his own side of the 
house. 

The woman caught up the child and rushed 
with itto the window. Before she could throw 


up the sash her mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary Dodd, 
a womanof over sixty, who was inthe room 
and bad divined her intention, was at her side 
almost ina bound, her fear for the child lend- 
ing sudden strength to her aged limbs. 

She took advantage of her daughter-in-law’s 
thrusting up the sash higher to seize hold of the 
baby’s left leg. 

There was a short struggle, the mother striv- 
ing to hurl the child out on to the fiagging be- 
neath and the grandmother clinging on to the 
limb with all her strength. 

Youth and savagery triumphed, however, 
and the baby, shrieking from pain, was thrown 
outand fel] tothe sidewalk below. Then the 
mother, deranged by drink and her crime, tried 
to hurl herself after the baby, but her mother- 
in-law held her. 

The apartments on the firat floor are occupied 
by the family of Conrad Williams. Williame’s 
brother George paid hima visit last night, and 
the two were smoking in the front parlor and 
listening to the uproar above them, when some- 
thing flashed through thesem!i-darkness In front 
of the window and fell with a thud on the 
flagging. 

“My God!” said George Williams, “that wo- 
man up stairs has thrown her baby out ofthe 
window.” 

Conrad Williams ran ont and picked up the 
child, while his brother fetched Officer John 
O’ Connor. 

The Conurads tell, as an exemplification of the 
syatematio cruelty with which Mra. Dodd 
treated her hapless child, that tiny John, when 
carried in half conscious, with his skull dented 
and his face and lips besmeared with blood, 
wasin such a starving condition that he ate 
half of a biscuit putin his hands to keep him 
quiet till the ambulance which took him to 
Bellevue arrived. 

Meanwhile, Otticer O’Connor was having a 
fight with the drunken and demented fury up 
stairs that he by no means relished. Final- 
ly, however, the drink that gave her 
strength died down, the last sparks 
ot her frenzy expired, and she fell down 
on the floor limp and helpless. Officer O’Counor 
took the creature, now forlorn and maudlin, to 
the Twentieth Precinct Station House, whence 
she was soon after removed, in a most pitiable 
condition, tothe Twenty-first Precinct Station 
House, where there is a matron. 

The police say that her act was due to 
the total derangement of her mind by drink. 
As for the baby, there ts little hope that it can 
live, although up to a late hour last night the 
surgeons at Bellevue had not been able to dis- 
cuver whether its skull was fractured or not.

EX-TREASURER HILL SUED. 


THE GOVERNOR OF NEBRASKA SEEKING 
TO RECOVER $236,364. 


OmAHA, Neb., March 31.—Ex-Judge Wakeley, 
acting in behalf of the Governor and the State 
of Nebraska, early this morning filed in the Dis- 
triet Court of Dougias County at Omaha a sult 
against ex-State Treasurer John E. Hill for the 
recovery of $236,364.60 : 

When Hill retired from office last January he 
had on hand a balance of $1,144,556.42. Thies 
amount he turned ovor to his successor, Mr. 
Bartley,in eash, save the sum which is the 
basis of the suit. This wasin the form ofa cer- 
tificate of deposit in the Capitol National Bank 
of Lincoln, which has now become practically 
worthless by the fallure of the bauk. 

The petition recites that it was by law the 
duty of Hill to pay over the whole balance in 
cash, and this had before been the invarianle 
custom. Bartley felt secure in taking the cer- 
tificates because they were issued by a bank 
whose standing was approved by tbe State 
Banking Board and whose President and cash- 
jer were on Hill’s bond. The bondsmen are all 
made defendants in the suit with Hill. 

The suit was filed thus early to secure the 
name of Attorney General Hastings before he 
was impeached.

REBELS QUICKLY CRUSHED, 
—_—__———_—. 
A VERY SHORT-LIVED REBELLION I 
CO8TA RICA. 


PANAMA, March 31.—A conspiracy to bring 
about a revolution was discovered in Costa Rica 
March 27 and was suppressed through the 
energetio and cantious action of the Govern- 
ment. 

The conspirators plotted to make an attack 
upon the cuartel, or quarters where the mili- 
tary stores in charge of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral are deposited, and with the arms and am- 
munition found there equip the enemies of the 
Government and start a general revolution. 
The leader in the conspiracy was Gatierrez, 
who recently returned from the ogxile to 
which he had been condemned on account of 
8 previous revolt against the Government, and 
who has been impatient to overthrow those 
who had extcaded clemeney to him on that oc- 
casion. 

The authorities, fully aware of the intentions 
of the rebels, determined to allow the latter to 
proceed with their plans, and capture them in 
the act of treason. 

The Government was completely successful. 
The conspirators made their attack on the 
cuartel, as they had planned, and secured arms 
and ammunition. At this moment they were 
taken by surprise by the Government troops. 
The latter captured the conspirators and also 
the arms and ammunition of which the latter 
had possessed themselves. In order to prevent 
any further disturbances the country was 
placed under martial law. : 

The Government intends to inflict such severe 
punishment on the offenders as will be a warn- 
ing to others, 





GEN. BERDAN DEAD. 
en 
EXPIRED SUDDENLY AT THE METRO- 
POLITAN CLUB IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Gen. Hiram Berdan, 
inventor of the famous Berdan range finder, 
torpedo, and rifle, died euddenly at the Metro- 
politan Club in this city at 5:45 this afternoon. 

He appeared at the olub at about 5 e’oclock 
and hada short conversation with the Seore- 
tary, Major Sanger, to whom he remarked that 
he was not feeling very well Later he engaged 
in a game of chess with Admiral Crosby. 

Suddenly his head dropped and he began to 
breathe heavily and expired almost instantly. 
Drs. T. Morris Murray and Irving C. Rosas were 
summoned immediately, but could render no 
assistance. The President of the club, Judge 
Davis, and several members were about him 
when he died. 

Gen. Berdan’s death was at first attributed to 
angina pectoris, but one of the physicians who 
was called in considered it due to cerebral 
hemorrhage. 


Gen. Berdan was born at Plymouth, Mich., 
about seventy yeers ago. He was from his 
youth of an inventive turn of mind and orig- 
inated many valuable improvements in almost 
every kind of military arm. 

In June, 1861, he was authorized by the War 
Department to organize the First United States 
Sharpshooters, known as Berdan’s Sharpshoot- 
ers throughout the war. The men in four 
of the companies of this regiment were 


from this State. All the men were 
especiaily chosen by Gen. Berdan, and were 
the best marksmen he could find. They dis- 
tinguishe i themselves in many battles. Gen. 
Longstreet paid them the highest compliments 
at the Gettysburg reunion two years ago. 

Starting as Colonel of his regiment, Berdan 
proved himself a most excellent soldier and 
otticer, and retired from the service in January, 
1864. On March 13, 1865, he was brevetted 
Brigadier General of Volunteers for bravery at 
Cc oraville, and on the , was 
‘give f Major General of ‘teers 
for his services at Gettysburg. 

Gen. Berdan’s best-known invention was the 
metallic cartridge now in such general use, the 
reinforcing cup being his particular improve- 
ment. Many of his inventions have been incor- 
porated in the Springfield rifle, and a year ago 
the Court of Claims gave him a judgment for 
$100,000 against the Government for infringe- 
ments. 

The Berdan rifie has for several years been 
the arm of the Russian Government, and other 
European countries have adopted variations of 
the same model. He also invented a range 
finder and several torpedoes and torpedo boats 
designed to evade nets. He also made a “ dis- 
tance fuse” fora sharpened shell 

Immediately after tne war Gen. Berdan 
worked with the Remingtons, but had diffi- 
oulties with them, and left to establish the Ber- 
dan tirearm manufactory. This concern prac- 
tically expired with Gen. Berdan’s patents 
three years ago, but has since been reincorpo- 


rated. 

About fifteen years ago Gen. Berdan went to 
Europe, and spent most of the time in Rassaia. 
He returned five years ago, and has since made 
hie home in Washington. 

Gen. Berdan’s sister was ex-Vice President 
Morton’s first wife, and his daughter married 
Francis Marion Crawford, the novelist, whom 
she met in Russia.

Oscar C. Hamlet, John Den- 
nett, Joseph M. Simms, William J. Herring, 
William F. Ktiigore, and William H. Hand; for 
the grade of First Lieutenant, Second Lieuts. 
Worth G. Ross, Orin D. Myrick, William E£. 
Reynolds, Daniel P. Foley, Francis M. Dun- 
woody, and Howard Emery, and for the grade 
of Second Lieutenant, Third Lieuts. George C. 
Carmine, Chester M. White, William H. O. Hay, 
and James H. Scott. 

The dates for the examination of the above 
otlicers has not yet been announced, but it is 
understood that the board will be prepared to 
enter upon its duties during the second week of 
April. The examinations will embrace a phys- 
ical test, followed by examinations in seaman- 
ship, navigation, gunnery, signaling, steam 
engineerivg, and law. 

Yollowing the examination of officers for pro- 
motion, the board willexamine applicants fer 
commissions as Third Lieutenants. The appli- 
cants for line cominissions in the Revenue 
Marine have been limited to six-year graduates 
of the United States Naval Academy. There 
exist at present twelve vacancies in the grade 
of Third Lieutenant in the Revenue Marine. Of 
the officers designated to be examined this 
Spring for promotion, Third Lieuts. Carmine 
and White will be examined onthe Pacific coast, 
These two officers are serving at present re- 
spectively on the revenue cutters Corwin and 
Bear.

BREWSTER, March 31.—For many yeara to 
come the name of Commissioner of Publis 
Works Daly of New-York will be kept green in 
the memory of the residents of Brewster and 
Carmel by reason of the werk he did to-day. He 
will be remembered in Putnam County some- 
what as Attila the Scourge was remembered by 
Romans; in New-York County his friends of 
Tammany Hall may pointto him as the man 
who cleaned out the Augean Stables of the 
Croton Watershed. 

After personally inspecting the nuisances of 
Brewster and Carmel! the Commissioner quietly, 
and without the slightest attempt to pose before 
the villagers as a man desirous of airing his au- 
thority, said in a businesslike way that about 
twenty houses in the last-named place and @ 
dozen or so in the first were nuisances. Turn- 
ing to Chief Engineer Birdsall, the Com:nis- 
sioner said: “ I desire you to file, before next 
Thursday, maps showing the location of the 
houses, barns, and sheds [ have pointed out, so 
that the city can acquire the property as soon 
as possible.” 

In Carmel the Commissioner condemned a 
long line of buildings bordering on Lake Glen- 
eida. 

In Brewster he has condemned the houses and 
sheds lining the banks of Tonetta Brook and 
the east branch of the Croton River. 

The Commissioner does not,as has been erro- 
neously stated, propose to wipe out the towns he 
has visited; the towns will have been greatly 
benefited when his orders in relation to them 
are executed. 

THE NUISANCES AT BREWSTER. 

This morning tne Commissioner, accompanied 
by his lieutenants, Chief Engineer Birdsall 
and Lawyer Henry T. Dykman, went from 
White Plains to Brewster. They found a large 
crowd of villagers standing about the railway 
station, which is built over Tonetta Brook, a 
large tributary of the east branch of the Croton 
River. 

Col. John Mechan, Topographical Engineer 
of the Croton Water Department, came up and © 
made himself known to the Commissioner. In- 
cidentally the Colonel remarked: 

“T have been in the department thirty-four | 
years, and you are the second Commissioner of 
Public Works that I ever saw in the Croton 
Watershed— Mayor Gilroy was the first.” 

“You willsee me often,” said the Commis- 
sioner. Then he asked the Colonel to lead the 
way to the nuisances of Brewster. 

Followed by a big crowd of natives, Measra. 
Daly, Birdsall, Dyxman, and a representative of 
THe New-York TIMES walked a few yards 
down the line of the brook and stopped in front 
of the place where the sewage from the 
Brewster House and five other buildings empty 
into the Tonetta. 

“Itis just as THe New-YORK Times showed 
the nuisance in the pictures it printed a few 
days ago,” said the Commissioner. Then he 
asked Col. Mechan: “ How long has this been 
going on?” 

** For several years,” said the Colonel. 

“That drain must be closed as s00n as posst- 
ble, Mr. Birdsall,” said the Commissioner to the 
Chief Engineer. 

Then in detail the Commissioner inspected 
the various nuisances described in THE Nrew- 
York Times of Wednesday last. Among the 
number were the houses at the north of the 
railway station lining the banks of the brook 
between the railroud track and Railroad Ave- 
nue, and two that were built over the brook. 

“You must take yoy to acquire the 
strip of land on which these houses and sheds 
stand; they must come down,” was the order 
given to Engineer Birdsall 

A walk along the railroad track disclosed the 
fact that the brook had flowed over the road- 
bed a hundred feet or more. This section of 
thé brook will - bably be protected by a water- 
tight stone wall 

THE CONDENSED MILK FACTORY. 

The condensed milk factory om the east 
branch of the Croton was visited. About one 
hundred men, women, and boys are employed in 
this place. About 40,000 gallons of milk are 
handled in the factory daily. The washings of 
the cans holding this great quantity of milk are 
emptied into the Croton. 

Commissioner Daly said thie waste matter 
must be made to run into some place on 
the east of thefactory, where it could be treated 
chemically. The order will be complied with, 
The Commissioner started down the river and 
found four frame houses standing on stilts and 
propped up against a steep bank rising from 
the edge of the water. These houses, cheap 
structures, were condemned. 

The east branch of the Croton River and To- 
netta Brook join each other at the lower end of 
Brewster. Between the apex of the two sides 
of the triangle formed by brook and river lies 
a large tract of uncultivated lowland. 

“ Here is the solution of the protiem in Brews- 
ter,” said Chief Engineer Birdsall. **We can 
take about twenty-tive acres of this land, divert 
from the brook and river the drains emptying 
into them, and on this land chemically treat the 
druinage of the village.”’ ~ 

Commissioner Daly directed that the land 
should be acquired at once, and added: ** These 
houses on the banks of the water must all come 
down, however.” 

“How long will it be before you can get te 
work on this land as you propose?”” THE New- 
YorK TIMEs’s representative asked. 

“Fie can file maps withina few days,” said 
Lawyer Dykman, ‘‘and then go to work on the 


property. 

“Inside of a few weeks, before the hot 

weather arrives, we oan be at work treating the 
refuse, the drainage of the village, on thia 
land,” said Engineer Birdsall. 
Most of the houses in Brewster which are to 
be acquired at once by the olty arecheap frame 
buildings, standing on land that has but little 
value, 

A LITTLE TALK ABOUT COST. 
“Ithas been eaid that the suppression of 
nuisances in Brewster will cost New-York 
$300,000,” said the reporter. 

“ Nonsense,” said the Commissioner. ‘* Look 
over this land that is te be taken and the houses 


that stand on it. Hardly one of these places is 
fit to live in.” 

*» What the owners would like to get for this 
property and what they will probably «cet aro 
two widely-different things,” said Lawyer Dyk- 
man sugeestively. “The market value of the 
land oan easily be as ‘ae 
Brewster is undeniably a dirty place; the air 
on even the main street of the town is villuin- 
ous. Itisonly when heavy rains come that 
the drains are finshed.

Although 
cemented, they are likely to prove sources of 
contamination.

“While the removal of this large number of nul- 
eances and soorces of pollution is, as has been very 
wisely admitted by the public, a very large part of 
the work of purifying the water supply, it is the 
opinion of Mayor Gilroy and Commissioner Daly 
that the work should not stop at this point, but 
that the entire watershed should be carefnily 
and critically examined by the best medical 
talent which oan be procured, and for that 
purpose it is the intention of the Mayor and 
Commissioner of Public Works to call to their aid 
not only the State Board of Health, but such medi- 
cal and sanitary experts as the Academy of Medicine 
Can suggest to examine the question, particularly 
of Mount Kisco, which is considered one of the 
worst places which has been visited during the 
present inspection. 

“The authorities of the city realize that the problem 
of diverting or rendering harmless the sewage from 
the various villages within the Croton Watershed is, 
to eay the least, avery serious one, which can best 
be dealt with by skilled sanitary experts, and the 
public may rest assured that immediately upon the 
completion of the work of, removing the most fla- 
rant nuisances experts who shall be recommended 
f the State Board of Health and by the Academy of 
edicine will have the entire subject placed before 
them in proper form, in order that they may aid the 
city authorities in furnishing water to the city 
which is beyond doubt absolutely pure and free from 
contamination. 
“ Certain plague spots in the watershed will be 
overfiowed by the construction of the Cornell Dam, 
and it is the intention of the oily authorities to re- 
nest the Aqueduct Commission to tile a map under 
6 Aqueduct law. having for its object the imme- 
diate acquisition in fee of the various parts of these 
villages ihat will be destroyed by the oonstroction 
of the Cornell Dam, and the thorough cleansing of 
all buildings, onthonses, and of any and all nul- 
gances that may exist within the limit of land to be 
acquired by the city in the construction of this dam. 
thie would apply to Pines Bridge, Katovah, Purdy’s 
Station, and Croton Falls.” 


NOTICE TO THE NATIVES. 
That residents of Brewster may not be kept 
in the dark concerning the location of the prop- 
erty that Commissioner Daly proposes to seize, 
and that they may have no excuse for not ap- 
pearing at the hearing accorded them, he issued 


the following: 

“ After examining the village known as Brewster, 
Putnam County, the Commissioner of Public Works 
and Chief Engineer Birdsall determined thatit was 
necessary to acquire the property lying between the 
centre of Railroad Avenue and the railroad track, 
extending from the New-York and Northern Kail. 
roal in a southerly direction to the depot of 
the New-York and Harlem Railroad Company. 

**On the opposite side of the street an examination 
revealed the fact that many of the houses were us- 
jug drains which couducted the refuse from the

* as far as these properties on the easterly side of 
Railroad Avenue are concerned, it is the present

contamination. 

“The property lying on the easterly side of the

factory’s property. 

“On the westerly side of the river, it is the present 
ntention of the city authorities to acquire other 
and iying south of Marvin Avenue and west of 
Park Street; thence along Marvin Avenue to within 
seventy-tive feet west of Park Street; thence to the 
main road of the village and to the Harlem Railroad, 

extending south along the Harlem #ailroad prop- 

erty opposite the bridge known as the Abby Brun- 
dage Bridge, near the residence of Henry W. Dale;

authorities in preserving the water supply. 

“The Harlem Railroad Company's property will 
also be required under the law to pe, A all rules an‘d 
regulations of the State Board of Heulth as regards 
any refuse or other matter which may be found or 
liable to get upon the railroad track, and also to keep 

the same in good condition. 

“At Carmel the land lying between the highway 
and the lake will be acquired from the railroad cross. 
ing at the south end of Lake Gleneida to the road 
leading to Boyd's Corners, thence along the centre 
of the read to the Raymond property, thence alon 
the borders of Lake Gieneida on the north, west, an 
south, to the junction of the railroad,” 

HE WILL NOT DESTROY TOWNS. 
Mr. Daly said to Tar New-YorK TIMes’s rop- 
resentative after reading an evening paper: 
“It ig not true that I intend to wipe out 
Kensico, Mount Kisco, and Pine’s Bridge. 
Palmer's Hotel and Cornell's place at Pine’s 
Bridge were the only buildings condemned. 
At Mount Kisco the objectionable buildings are 
away from the best section of the village—they 
are the cheapest structures in the place. 
The place would not saffer if they were all to 
buro down to-night,” 
**Hew about Kensico?” 
“ About one dozen buildings have been marked 
for removal; some are barns. it is nonsense to 
say that their removal will wips out the town. 
The work I contemplate doing will benefit and 
tend to build up every town I have visited.”

MR. DYKMAN AS TO THE EXPENSE. 
Now that the Commissioner has marked for 
destruction the principal nuisances of the 
Croton Watershed, the natives are figuring on 
the cost of the work proposed. 

Lawyer Dykmans, special counsel in charge of 
the proceedings for acquiring lands north of 
the Harlem, for the Cemmissioner of Public 
Works, is probably better able to estimate the 
cost consequent upon the execution of Mr. 


Daly’s orders than auy ovher man living in the 
Croton Watershed. 

Mr. Dykman has been special counsel since 
1869. He was selected to do this work when 
Allan Campbell was head ef the Departwent of 
Public Works, and he worked under the direc- 
tion of Corporation Counsel William C. Whit- 


ney. 

Questioned as to the cost of the work out- 
lined by Commissioner Daly, Lawyer Dyk- 
man said: 

“T have said, and still think, that the work 
can be done inside of the first year’s appropria- 
tion— $500,000. The Commissioner can draw 
that amount yearly if he ehvoses, under the re- 
cent Croton watershed law.” 

“The statement has been printed that the 
ypropecey already condemned by Commissioner 

a by cost the city $600,000.” 

* That is abeurd,”” said Mr. Dykman. “ No 
one has any data to figure on—nothing but the 
extravagant claims ef property owners. The 
market value of property and claims made by 
owners are far apart. For instance, we oan 

rove that the market value of land in Carmel 
s not more than $12 per foot in a small 
section. It is a common thing for people 
to put in elaima for amounts ranging from 
$50,000 to $100,000, and yet the record of my 
work shows that the reeontage of money 
awarded on sums claimed amount to no more 
than from 1242 to 15 per cent. I ean recall a 
case where there was aclaim of $234,000 and 
an award of but $11,700. 

“ How do you get out awards ?”’ 

“A property owner appears before a commis- 
sion which must view his property. Then he 
submits evidence as to value. Then we come 
in and show the extravagances of the claime 
in one way by the records of sales of hundreds 
of parcels of lana. 

“Mr. Whitney told me when I was acting un- 
der his instructions: ‘ Get the bost legal and 
real estate talent you can employ, then fight the 
claims every day in the week aud Sundays in- 
cluded, if necessary, until you reach the Court 
of Appeals.’ His policy has saved New-York 
immense sume of money. When the Commie- 
sioners come ¢ | here and see the property 
taken, claims for thousands of dollars will 
shrink down to hundreds.”’ 

Commissioner Daly left for New-York to- 
night. He will resume operations in the water- 
shed in a few days.

Paks, March 31.—The Cabinet crisis is a sub- 
ject of general discussion both in the press and 
in public places. Most of the newspapers, in- 
cluding the Republican organs, conour in de- 
manding that the Ministry shall be composed of 
new men. The refusal of the Chamber to grant 
to M. Tirard supplies for more than one month 
is regarded as clear proof that the Chamber de- 
sires dissolution to be deferred until after the 
budget has been voted and the Legislature will 
have come to an en/enfe with the new Cabinet, 
which, itis belioved, is likely to be called upon 
to issue a decree for holding the general eleo- 
tions. 

The Journal des Débats, Conservative Repub- 
lican, and the Republican Siecle both protest 
against a patched-up Ministry. The Petit Jour- 
nal, Liberal Republican, and the Republican 
Vollaire demand the immediate dissolution of 
the Chamber. The Radical /anterne says that 
dissolution is impossible until the Senate gives 
way to the Chamber in regard to the budget. 
The Képublique Frangaise, Republican, says that 
if the Cabinet had challenged a direct vote of 
confidence it would have suffered defeat by a 
hundred votes. The fépublique Francaise adds: 
“ There is every sign that the crisis will be long 
and the solution difficult.” 

In the regular course of events the general 
elections would be next held in September. 
President Carnot, however, has the right to dis- 
solve the Chamber of Deputies at any time upon 
the advice of the Senate, and the comments of 
the newspapers indicate a strong public tend- 
eucy in favor of dissolution. 

M. Clement, detailed to assist M. Andrieux in 
capturing Arton, has withdrawn from the 
search for the fugutive lobbyist.

that he considers the elnes given by M. An-

JUPITER’S FIFTH MOON, 


BARNARD TALKS ABOUT IT— 


ANTICS OF SWIFT'S COMET. 


From the Rochester Post-Ezpreas, March 27. 


“Atmidnight on Sept. 9 last year I saw a 
tiny moving spot near Jupiter,” said Prof. Bar- 
nardof the Lick Observatory. “I was con- 
vinced atonce thatit was a fifth satellite of 
Jupiter, but I said nothing to any one, except, 


of course, to my wife, and waited eagerly for 
the hext night, when my doubts were put at 
rest.’ 

Prof. E. E, Barnard has six months’ leave of 
absence from the Lick Ovpservatory and is 
spending his vacation in visiting the leading as- 
tronowmers of the country. He is at present the 
guest of Dr. Lewis Switt. In reply to a request 
for a fuller account of the discovery of the new 
satellite, Prof. Barnard said: 

“In 1610 Galileo by means of his new tele- 
scope discovered the four satellites of Jupiter. 
This has always been deemed the most interest- 
ing of the planets and has attracted more atten- 
tion, probably, than any other; so from that day 
to this the most powerful telescopes have been 
turned almost nightly on this the greatest of the 
planets and its moons. Last September I de- 
vided to make athorough examination of the 
planet in order to convince myself that there 
was nothing which might imply the existence 
of another moon. When the great glass pointed 
to a place comparatively near Jupiter’s surface 
a tiny speck of light caught my eye. I watcbed 
it intently for twenty minutes, and then, to my 
joy, saw it disappear. [ knew from the posi- 
tion in the heavens of the new little body and 
from the motion of Jupiter that it could disap- 
pear only by a motion of its own which 
would carry it behind the planet. As I said, 1 
thought it was a4 fifth satellite, but said nothing. 
The next night 1 was at my post at1l o'clock, 
and waited for halfan hour without catching a 
glimpse of the stranger. ‘Then it crept out from 
behind Jupiter, seemed to remain stationary for 
a time, and then to go back. in reality it had 
come out from behind the planet and swun 
around by the side tothe frontof it. I too 
full measurewents of its positions on one side 
and waited until 1t should appear on the other; 
morning, however, came and I was obliged to 
be content with this partial view. There was 
no longer any doubt, however, that this was a 
new satellite, and the news was the next diy 
telegraphed to astronomers in all parts of the 
world. The fifth satellite appeared on every 
clear night until Jan. 8, giving ample oppor- 
tunity to calculate its orbit, size, and period. 

“ The fifth satellite moves with great rapidity, 
as it revolves about Jupiter twice in each 
twenty-four hours, or, more exactly, ite period 
is 11 houre 57 minutes and 23 seconds. It is 
distant from the surface of Jupiter 67,000 
iniles, and can be seen only when that planet is 
hidden from the eye by covering a part of the 

lass. The determination of its magnitude was 
nteresting. Three methods were employed, 
and as aresult it was learned that the fifth 
sateliite is pot over 100 miles in diameter, and 
may be considerably less, Firat, ites brightness 
appears to be thatof a star of the thirteenth 
magnitude. Second, it is always seen through 
the Lick telescope as a point, whereas if it 
were over 100 miles in diameter it would at 
times take the form of a disk, and, third, it 
casts no shadow on Jupiter as the other moons 
do and as any body of a diameter of over 100 
miles would do. 

«The fifth satellite is so small and can be so 
much influenced by the other moons that its 
course will vary greatly, and thus a problem of . 
unusual nicety will Le presented to astrono- 
mers who wish to determine the irregularities 
of its orbit: still it can be put to use in 
other ways. The velocity of light was first de- 
termined by calculations based on the colipses 
of the four satellites, but these bodies were 80 
large that the eolipse was not immediate«nd 
the calculation was not acourate, as was proved 
later by mechanical experiments. The satellite 
fs so amali that its eclipse will be so immediate 
as to give more accurate results.”’ 

Prof. Barnard has a large collection of photo- 
graphe of the heavens. Among them are three 
views of Dr. Swift's comet, taken on the 4th, 6th, 
and 7th ef last April. The second view showed 
that the form of the eomet had changed alinoat 
beyond recognition, and inthe third plate the 
tail of the comet had stretched out millions of 
miles, and there were evidences of a secondary 
formation in the tail, which resembled the nu- 
cleus of another comet. “If any astronomer,” 
said Prof. Barnard, ‘‘had taken measurements 
of the comet on those three days with 
like results his conclusions would not 
have been believed. That is only one 
ef the many instances in which photog- 
raphy has been of great service in astronomy.”’ 
There are many Views of the Milky Way, and 
among them the historic one which led to the 
discovery of Barnard’s comet. : 

Prof. Barnard said that it was impossible to 
get photographs which would illustrate the mo- 
tion of the fifth satellite around Jupiter be- 
cause while an exposure of a second would be 
enough for the planet it would require several 
hours to reproduce the faint outlines of the 
satellite.

If the time and place of trial have 
been determined on, it will be welcome hews to 
the defendant and herocounsel, As yet neither 
of them, acoording to the Fall River Aews, has 
had any information of the fact. Mr. Pillsbury 
is traveling in the South and is not expected to 
return before the end of the month. Mise 
Borden has not yet been arraigned, and her 
trial is not likely to occur until some weeks 
after the arraigninent. The defendant is ready, 
as ehe has been for the eight months that she 
has been in jail.

DEN—DRINK TAXES SUPPORT MU- 


SEUMS AND SOHOOLS—HELP THE 


TOTAL ABSTINENCE SOCIETIFES—BAR- 


KEEPERS AS PUBLIC OFFICERS. 


The visitor to Norway has not unfrequently 
occasion to admire the beauty of the roada that 
climb to the summits of the loftiest bills. They 
are inno hurry to finish their journey, for, in- 
deed, hurry is quite out of the question if they 
are to perform it with any benefit to wayfarers. 
They make a long zigzag and wind serpentwise 
in innumerable repetitions of the letter S to the 
mountain tops. The distance as the crow flies 
may betwo or three miles, but the roadmaker 
thinks nothing of making a dozen of it, The 
peasant reaches his hut from the plain at a cost 
in engineering of many thousands of pounds. 
Yet Norway is a poor country, and the traveler 
who is new to it and who has not yet overhauled 
his guide book ie at first a little puzzled to un- 

derstand by what magic of administrative Lib- 
erality the work has been done. 

His wonder is not diminished when he is told 
that this triamph of public spirit is all due to 
the sale of drink, says the London Daily News. 
The road is probably a “drink road”; that is 
to say, it has been made out of the profits of 
the drink trade. It is by no means the only 
benefit derived from the same source. The 
drink not only helps to make the roads—it 
gives substantial grants in ald to education, 
museums, libraries, and gymnastie scliools, to 
hospitals, homes for the poor, orphan asylums, 
aud many other institutions of the same kind. 
It even, in lofty disregard of the precept against 


seething the kid in its mother’s milk, con- 
tributes to the support of the total abstinence 
movement. 

All these benefits are said to be due to the 
fact that Norway has imported the Gothenburg 
system from Sweden, the sister country of its 
origin. The Gothenburg system, as everybody 
knows, is ap attempt to reduce the drink trafiic 
by Umiting the protits of those engaged in it, 
and consequently reducing their temptation to 
promote the consumption. Associations or 
companies sanctioned by law obtain a total ora 
partial monopoly of the supply of drink in par- 
ticular districts, and allthe money they make 
over 5 per cent., which is regarded as the legit- 
imate interest on their capital, is devoted to 
purely public and philanthropic objects. 

The barkeeper is, in a measure, a public offi- 
cer. He receives a salary which is wholly inde- 
pendent of the amount of business done on the 
premises, and he is under very strict regula- 
tion as to his dealings with drunken persons 
and minors. He is quite disinterested in a pe- 
ountlary sense, and has no more temptation to 
“push the sale” than a vendor of postage 
stamps. Thisis the Gothenburg system in its 
ideal of purpose, and, a8 many contend, in the 
realized benetite of its results. 

It has now in its application to Norway been 
made the subject of & valuable Foreign Ofttice 
report by Consul General Michell of Christiania, 
the publication of which, at the present mo- 
ment, is a most timely service to those engaged 
in the discussion of public affairs. Some of 
them, however will derive but small comfort 
from Mr. Micbell’s studies. It has been alleged 
that the Gothenburg system is administered 
better in Norway than in Sweden. In the latter 
country the profite are applied to the reduction 
of public burdens to an extent which tends to 
atimulate the drink tratlic. Norway, in this 
respect, was supposed to be superior to the ais- 
ter kingdom ip “* purity of motive,” Mr. Michell 
is notof that opinion, 

The mere preferential payment of 5 per cent. 
to the sharehoiders, he says, in itself atfords 
an exceedingly strong motive for the promotion 
of the traffic. A safe 5 per cont. is not 80 easily 
earued nowadays, and, as a matter of fact, the 
shares of the authorized drink companies are 
often above par. The municipal right of re- 
purchase at par alone prevents them from be- 
40g constantly 80. oreover, their position 
gives great political and social power to the 
shareholders, and thus creates a strong drink 
interest of anotber kind. 

There are both conservative and radical 
drink rings in the smaller towns. The larger 
the benefite atthe disposal of a company, the 
greater are the benelite which the town expects 
to reap, The drink profits harmonize with the 
ignorant impatience of taxation common to the 
whole human race, and the municipailties are 
constantly tempted to make the liquor pay for 
all. Some ofthe companies have as good an 
eye for the selection of sites as the licensed 
victualer before them; and, so far from heing 
indifferent to the spread of their business, they 
are trying to drive ali the remaining publicans 
out of the field. 

As the poomte are compelled to purchase in 
large quantities, in order te diminish dram 
drinking, they are often tempted to an indu)- 
geuce far beyond the needs, real or fancied, of 
the moment. With all that, every experienced 
person knows where to find a dram when he 
wante it. In face of all this, we have the up- 
doubted fact that the consumption of drink has 
fallen enormously since the system was intro- 
duced. Mr. Michell admits this, but he main. 
tains that the fall was mainly due to the coinel. 
dence of a season of great industrial deprossion 
and that a steady upward rise has begun’ 

It has never, however, reached the old tigure, 
though there is nothing to show that the pros- 
perteh has pot. Drunkenness, Mr. Miche)! saya, 
8 still very common, and, worst of all, it is fre- 
quently induced by most abominable liquor, 
for, in spite of their supposed indifference to 
profit, the companies still have strong induce- 
ments to make as much ag they can. The one 

oint which Mr. Michell constantly overlooks 
s that all the profit, short of the fixed deduc- 
tion, is after all expended on publio objects, and 
that therefore the bane and antidote are, in ay 
measure, side by side. His report is fortunate 
in the moment of ita appearance, and it will 
well repay the close study it will undoubtedly 
receive.

VERMONT ADOPTS RETALIATORY MEAS-

URES AGAINST CANADA. 


From the Burlington ( Vt.) Free Preas, March 28. 

The State Fish Commissioners have granted 
about twenty licenses to Vermont fishermen, 
giving them the right to fish in the waters of 
Missisquoi Bay with a seine. In regard to this 
Commissioner Titcomb of Rutland says: 

“‘ For the first time in the history of the State, 
since laws to protect fish in Lake Champlain 
were passed, our fishermen are on equal terms 
with the Canadian tishermern. Informer years 
these Canadian fishermen have drawn their 
seines and caught barrel after barrel of fish, 
while our fishermen could onty stand and look 
on. These fish were hanled over this side of 
the line and sold for good prices. 

“About this time of year there is a constant 
stream of tish going up into the bay on the 
Swanton side to spawn. They are mostly pike 
perch, that are worth in New-York $14 to $25 
a barrel. Strange as it may seem, the seines 
are hauled when the ice in the lake is three feet 
thick. Thisis done by a novel arrangement 
of capstans and ropes that requires three or 
four men to handle. 

** We only issued the licenses for thirty days. 
At the expiration at that time every man will 
have to report the amount of his catch. Weare 
not in favor of granting these licenses,but as the 
privilege to fish at this season is worth about 
500 a month it did not seem right to deprive 
our citizens of it I have been assured by the 
Canadian Minister of Marine and Fisheries that 
after this year the Canadian Government wi!l 
issue no licenses to fish in the bay, so we will not 
be obliged to do it.” 

The law allowing the Commiasioners to issue 
licenses was passed by the last Legislature as a 
retaliatory measure, and it seems that it bas ai- 
ready accomplished the purpose for which it 
was designed.

AN INCIDENT AT BALTIMORE EARLY IN 
THE REBELLION. 


From the Philadelphia Record, March 28, 

Phebe Earle Gibbons, the writer, of this city, 
relates an interesting incident that occurred in 
Baltimore in 1861, in which Mr. George W. 
Childs, the proprietor of the Public Ledger, fig- 
ured magnanimously. The details of the story 
were furnished by one of the Baltimore parties 
directly concerned in the exciting affair. 

In 1861, after the 19th of April, when the 
Massachusetta troops were fired uponin Balti- 
more, the mob notitied all known sympathizers 
with the Union cause to leave the city or to re- 
main at their peri. The mob put Baltimore un- 
der military rule,and the Fifth Regiment pa- 
trolled the streets. 

Among the last to leave was John T. Graham, 
aprowminent Republican, He had carried the 
banner ward of the city for L incoin, in opposi- 
tion to his own family and friends. He had 
married Miss Turner, a Quaker girl, whose 


mother was at one time Clerk of Women’s 
Yearly Meeting at Baltimore. Her grandmother 
was long an Elder in the soviety. 

After John T. Graham had left home, and 
while his wife as yet knew not where he was, 
her father brought the family carriage to the 
back gate, andshe (who had been ill) was put 
into it and taken to the last boat that was to 
leave for Port Deposit, on the Susquebauna. 
This was to take passengers to Philadelphia, 
the railroad being obstructed, the rails torn up, 
aud bridges burned by the rebels, Their flag 
was flying overy where. 

Friend Turner, with his daughter, had been 
stopped upon his way to the. boat, and, not 
having the countersign, he had been ordered 
back. But onthe piles thatthere was only a 
sick woman in the carriage, they were allowed 
to goon. Onarriving atthe wharf they found 
the steamer crowded with refugees. Among 
those on board was a young man—who was in- 
truduced as George W. Childs of Philadeiphia— 
returning to his home from a trip to Washing- 
ton. He was introduced to Elizabeth Graham 
by her grandmother, Llizabeth Turner, whom 
the sick granddaughter was surprised to iind 
on board.. Mr. Childs assisted in making the 
invalid somfortable. Her chief concern was 
for her absent husband, and Mr. Childs quickly 
showed his sympathy. 

Soon there was a little excitement on the far 
side of the boat, which the wemen did nog un- 
derstand, and during the excitement Mr. Childs 
disappeared. Word was brought to Mrs. Gra- 
ham that ber husband was safe, but that she 
should ask no questions. At the same time it 
was lonrned that Mr, Childs had been arrested 
and takento the Provost Marsbai’s oOltice. It 
afterward transpired that the soldiers sent to 
srrest Mr, Graham had fancied that they had 
found him in the person of Mr. Childs. Mra. 
Grabam says that the latter was so magnani- 
mous as to divert the attention of the crowd 
from herself, and, knowing that he could prove 
hia identity, he went to the Marshbal’s ottice, 
where he was quickly recognized as a prominent 
Philadelphian. Keturning, he was hauled over 
the side of the boat, and she started, as it were. 
with an air of detiance. 

Joho T. Graham was, perbaps, the cause of the 
disturbance before mentioned, for he had been 
broughtina little rowboat, put on board, and 
quickly hustled into the stereroom, where he 
was locked up with the blankets in camphor, 
After some hours he found his sick wife and her 
party, including Mr. Chiids, to whom he was in- 
troduced, aud the story was told him when they 
were clear of danger. In Philadelphia Mr, 
Childs introduced Mr. Graham to prominent 
Republicans. A Republican club took him lit- 
erally upon their shoulders. Ina few days he 
joined Gen. Benjamm Ff. Butier’s command on 
its way to Baltimore. Afterward Mr. Graham 
and bia wife founded the Union Relief Associa- 
tion, for troops passing through Baltimore, and 
it is said that he opened the first army hospital, 
under Dr. Hammond’s direction. Mr. Graham 
was Assistant Medioal Director during the bat- 
tfé6 of Gettyaburg, when our troops were largely 
supplied from Baltimore. He still lives, and is 
President of the Real Estate Kxohange and a 
prominent Prohibitionist.

IN THE BOOMERS’ PARADISE 


THE CHEROKEE STRIP AND IT8 
COMING SETTLERS. 


HIGH HOPES SURE TO BE DISAPPOINT- 
ED—A REGION WITH MANY DRAW- 
BACKS —ON PART OF IT A JACK 
RABBIT WOULD STARVE—SCHEMES 
FOR TOWN SITES. 


Torexa, Kan., March 31.—To the imagination 
of prospective settlers the lands known as the 
Cherokee Strip areall but a paradise. It matters 
little that the Indians supposed to own these 
lands never thought of making any use of 
them except for the grazing of cattle. The ter- 
ritory being forbidden has been the principal 
oause of the wonderful stories which have been 
told and which are implicitly believed. 

Mach of this country lies across a geographical 
line from that part of Kansas known to be 
almost worthless because of its aridity. And 
yet thousands of people will rush into this ter- 
ritory when tne proclamation is issued, never 
stopping to think how they willlive nor what 
their future will be. Suffering will follow, 
which will be laid at the door of the President 
because of alleged delay in issuing the opening 
orier. Men are already camping on the border 
who have not as many dollars as they have 
children, and they are subsisting no one knows 
how. In every creek bottom and in every shel- 
tered cove may be found families in tents, in 
wagons, and in rude shacks, awaiting the day 
when they ean cross the line and take up land 
that to them represents all there is on earth. 
There is much good land in this region, and 
there is much upon which a jack rabbit would 
starve to death. Of the 6,000,000 aores con- 
tained in the Strip there are fully 2,500,000 
acres that could not possibly sustain life in 


‘Texas cattle, which are supposed to be able to 


live on nothing, provided they have plenty of it.. 
The best lands are in the eastern half, though 
much of these are rugged and broken, being 
traversed by flint hills, which are terrors to 
agriculturists as wellastocattle men. In the 
western half there are many of the sand hills 
that have made of Southwestern Kansas 
almost a desert, though alongthe oreeks and 
rivers there may be found much good and 
desirable land. 

The Government recognizes this distinotion 
in the prices placed upon the land in the two 


sections. In the eastern half the price has been 
eaece at $2.50 per acre, while in the western 
alf the price is put $1.25 an acre, some of the 
latter boing dear at $1 a quarter section. 
The country is reasonably well watered with 
sweet-water streams, though there are occa- 
sional alkali streams that make life burden- 
some to those dependent upon them. The main 
stream for the entire eastern and mostof the 
4tillable portion of the middle district is the Salt 
Fork of the Arkansas, which runs ina soutn- 
easterly direction from the western line of Co- 
manche County, Kan., emptying into the 
Arkansas atthe Ponca Reservation. The first 
of ite tributaries from the north is known as the 
Bois d@’Arc, which runs twenty miles almost 
araliel with the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
6 Railroad. The land on either side of this 
stream is rich and tillable and probably has all 
been selected by enterprising prospectors. 
Nearly all the good timber has been cut out and 
there remains only brusb and a little tirewood. 
The next stream of any importance is Duck 
parallel with the Bois 
d@’Aro and empties into ‘the Shakaska. The 
timber along this stream has had the same fate 
as that along the others, and is nuticeable 
principally for what it has been. The land is 
excellent for some little distance on each side 
of the oreex until the uplands are reached. 
Bluff Creek, which rises in Harper County, 
Kan., is the nextstream of importance, alorg 
which the same characteristics may be ob- 
served as long ae the others. 
South of the Salt Fork is to be found Red 
Rook Creek, which originates in the Strip, about 
fifty miles south of Anthony. This stream runs 
in an easterly direction, emptying into the 
Arkansasinthe Otoe reservation. Along its 
banks can be found good hard-wood timber of 
oak, walhiut, hackberry, and sycamore, while 
the softer woods are plenty. Running parallel 
with this stream is Bear Creek, about ten miles 
distant. Along these creeks oan be found much 
good farm land, well supplied with an abund- 
ance of fresh water. 
The First, or Eastern Division, according to 
the provisions of the Cherokee bill, begine near 
Arkaneas City and extends westward to a point 
about three miles west of Oaldwell. This strip 
of land the Government will sell for $2.50 an 
acre, end it is the section which has long been 
coveted by those who know where the valuable 
Indian lands are. The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé and the Chicago, Kock Island and Pa- 
citic Railroads pass through this section, reach- 
ing it from both the north and south. The 
garden epot of the Strip lies midway between 
these two railroads, along the Shakaska River 
and ite tributaries. This stream waters about 
150,000 acres, and here w'll be the greatest 
rush. There are now thousands of boomers 
near Arkansas City and Caldwell waiting for 
the time when they will be permitted to see 
land which they have probably already selected. 
In the Western Division are great bodies of 
worthless lands known as salt plains, where 
even cattlemen would not permit their herds to 
graze. The rush will beas great for these lands 
as for the better lands to the eastward. The 
proof of this may be seen in the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe country opened a year ago, when so 


-many thousands of people rushed out into a 
‘country that wae nothing but sand, and which 


is to-day as desolate as before © opening. 
Within three days after the opening there was 
not a quarter section of land in that country 
that toy Won occupied, and there were six 
bustling towns of 2,500 to 3,000 inhabitants 
each. Nowinone of the counties there are not 
to be found fifty farmers, while the county seat 
of F County, which had nearly 3,000 souls, has 
been reduced to seventeen people, and no one 
oan be found to accept the Post Office. The 
other counties are in nearly as desolate condi- 


on. 
In the fifty miles between Caldwelland Kiowa 
there are about a dozen small streams, which 
rise in Kaneas and flow south to the Salt Fork. 
The land in this section is believed to be desira- 
ble, and will be quickly taken up. No one will 
stop to inquire why the land across the Kansas 
line, and which is jnet like it, is of no special 
value and is not cultivated. The country being 
broken and difficult to travel only renders it the 
more attractive. There will be a great rush into 
that section, and the time will soon come when 
starvation will force these people to move out 
ain, taking up their endless journey from no- 
where to nowhere. 
Along the Arkansas River on the eastern bor- 
der of the Strip are four reservations which still 
remain in the possession of the Indians, and 
which will some day be opened to satisfy the 
demands of the people. These four reserva 
tions comprise the very richest of the Indian 
lands, imcluding about 500,000 acres. They 
were selected when the entire country was open 
to the Indians, and when they rejected what is 
now known as Oklahoma. Already there are 
longing eyes cast upon these lands, regardless 
of the strip 57 miles wide and 170 miles long 
which the Government bae just succeeded in 
taking possession of and throwing open. Prac- 
tical possession has palled the desire. 
There has been much misapprehension re- 
arding the — covered by the provisions of 
he Cherokee b Many suppose these lands to 
have been wrested from the Indians, when the 
fact is that the Indians who are being paid 
$8,000,000 for them never had the shadow of 
ownerehip, ae Federal courts have repeatedly 
decided after careful examination of all the 
treaties. This Strip was merely a highway re- 
served for the Indians when New-Mexico and 
Colorado were still among the hunting grounds, 
and was given over to their exclusive usein order 
to prevent conflicts that might arise if they 

assed to the West through Kansas or Texas.

MRS. J.T. MEEKER SEEKS A DIVORCE. 


SHE CHARGES HER HUSBAND WITH 
CRUELTY—HE ENTERS A DENIAL. 


NEWARK, March 31.—Mrs. Annie G. Meeker of 
this city has applied to Vice Chancellor Green 
for a divorce from her husband, Jonathan T. 
Meeker. She alleges excessive oruelty. 

She testified in court to-day that her hus- 
band’s treatment made her so ill at times 
that she was obliged to remainin herbed. She 
heard him tell the doctor that she was insane. 
When the doctor offered her some medicine she 
would not take it for fear of being thrown into 
a sleep and spirited away to an asylum. When 
she told her mother what had happened, the 


latter took her to Riverdale and kept her there 
until she got better. She attributed all her 
troubles to her husband's jealousy. 

**He would often knook me down with his 
fist,” she testitied, ‘when I would try to argue 
with him. He chased me out of the house very 
often at night, sometimes after I had my night 
clothes on.” Ono stormy night, she said, her 
husband accused her of going out riding with a 
Mr. McKirgan. When she denied the charge he 
chased her outof the house. Sbe had on at the 
time only her nightdress and stockings. It was 
raining and the ground was covered with thin 
ice. She saton the back steop from 10 o’clock 
until after midnight, when her husband came 
down stairs and let her into the house. 

On another occasion; she said, he drew a re- 
volver and toid her that for a cent he would 
blow out her brains and then kill himself. In 
February he told her he wished she would leave 
him. Shortly before that he had ehoked her 
until she was insensible. This made her enter- 
tain his proposition seriously, and she asked 
what property she could take with her. He 
said she could take anything she wanted, but 
tinally he refused to let her have anything ex- 
cept her clothes. He told her he had found an- 
other woman who was willing to live with him 
after she went away. 

On oross-examination, Mra. Meeker said her 
husband often complained to her that he had 
lost money by betting on horse races. Mr. 
Meeker’s counsel tried to show that she had 
kept & boarder named Lind contrary to her hus- 
band’s wishes, but Mrs. Meeker said her hus- 
band had requested Mr. Lind to stay, as she was 
frequently left alone in the house.

The Japanese and the World’s Fair. 


CHICAGO, Maroh 31.—In the presence of a 
polyglot gathering numbering about 200 the 
Ho-O-Den, the sacred palace of the Japanese 
‘at Jackson Park, was dedicated this afternoon.

WORK OF THE DEXTER.

MANY VESSELS IN DIFFICULTIES AS8- 
SISTED BY THE CUTTER. 


Boston, Maroh 31.—The revenue cutter Dex- 
ter arrived to-day, having finished her Winter’s 
work. She will goonthe marine railway in 
East Boston to repair damages sustained tn her 
fights with the ice. Then she will prepare for 
patrol duty at the coming international review 
in New-York Harbor. 

The Dexter has steamed in her last season 
3,196 nautical miles, boarded and examined 
1,034 vessels, and assisted sixteen in distress. 
Of these sixteen vessels, one was found on Nan- 
tucket Shoals helpless in the pack ice, short of 
provisions and fuel, and was towed into port; 

ne was pressed by the ice on the rocks and res- 
cued; 2ix, disabled in ice floes and drifting sea- 
ward, were released and broughtin; one was 


brought into port out of provisions; one was 
found at sea orippled by gales and was brought 
into harbor; six, in helpless condition on lee 
shores in heavy weather and snowstorms, were 
rescued; one was pulled from the Cape Cod 
shore, where she bad stranded during dense fog. 

These vessels had on board 152 souls, and 
are valued at $145,000. The Dexter also at- 
tended to her regular duties in connection with 
the Life-Saving Service, and her commander is 
high in his praise of the devotion of this branch 
of the public service for their Winter work 
along the coast. The Dexter reported thirty- 
two vessels for violating the law. 





WHARTON BARKER ACCUSED. 


CHARGED WITH PROFITING AT THE 
EXPENSE OF HIS COMPANY, 


PHILADELPHIA, March 31.—Comnnsel for the 
Finance Company of Pennsylvania have com- 
pleted the series of charges made by the com- 
Pany against Wharton Barker. 

In the proceedings, the Finance Company ap- 
pearsas complainant, and the defendants are 
Wharton Barker and Abraham Barker, trading 
as Barker Brothers & Co. The bill recites, in 
brief, that Wharton Barker, while acting as 
President of the Finance Company, between 
June 7, 1887,and Nov. 20, 1890, caused the 
Finance Company to buy a large amount of 
stock, making representations, in some in- 


stances, that he was entirely disinterested in 
the whole transaction. The bill allegeson the 
other hand, that Mr. Barker cansed this stock 
to be unloaded on the Finance Company in his 
own interest and realized excessive brokerage 
fees therefrom, The courtis asked to order an 
accounting of these brokerage fees which, the 
bill alleges, aggregate a very large amount, the 
total being above $400,000. 

The court is asked to decree that all profits, 
with interest, which shall have been ascer- 
tained to be due shall be paid over to the com- 
pany. 





Bribery Prosecutions in Idaho, 

Borsé City, Idaho, Maroh 31.—Soon after the 
adjournment of the Legislature Gov. MoConnell 
addressed an open letter to O. M. Hays, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of this judicial district, in- 
formipg him that members had been corrupted 
to vote for certain bills locating State institu- 
tions, among which was the Agricultural Col- 
lege and School of Mines. 

This letter was published, giving witnesses and 
guilty persons an opportunity to place them- 
selves beyond the reach of legal processes. 
The court has now been in session two weeks. 
Armed with a large number of subpenas, the 
Sheriff and his deputies have traversed this 
State of magnificent distances and have pro- 
cured the attendance of many witnesses, some 
from its most remote parts, and have failed to 
find others. 

The result has been that the Grand Jury has 
heard no evidence to warrant tinding indict- 
ments.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE BRITISH PACIFIO PROJECT. 

‘VANCOUVER, B. C., March 31.—Mr. Frank Bake- 
man, the chief promoter of the British Pacific Rail- 
road, lately known as the Canada Western, has an 
announcement in the Victoria Colontst thatall fiuan- 
cial arrangements for the construction of that line 
have been made thereon. Lord Thurlow, a member 
of the Privy Council, and prominent in,the British 
financial world, is said to be at the head of the Lon- 
don capitalists, and Mr. E. N. Dickerson of Wall 
Street is Chairman of the New- Yorkers. 

The financial company in London, which has been 
registered under the Imperial Companies act, has 
a capital of $5,000,000, the entire amount of which 
has been subscribed. The purpose of this company 
is to finance the construction of the proposed railway. 

For the building of the railway alone it is esti- 
mated that $25,000,000 will be required, which will 
be furnished by syndicates. An agreement will be 
entered into between the financial poem e a | and 
those syndicates to take the bonds as issued for the 
entire amount on a basis of about $15,000 per mile. 
This will leave a deticiency of $8,000 to $10,000 per 
mile, which must be met by a sale of the stock as the 
company progresses. Those becoming financially 
interested will purchase all stock not taken by the 
public. This will furnish all the money necessary to 
construct the line. 

The providing of the money is made conditional 
upon some further aid being extended other than 
land grant. For the latter alone no capital can be 
found to build the line. Commenting upon this 
atatement the Vancouver World says: “The oftener 
the prometers of the British Pacinc Railway open 
their lips, whether in this Province or elsewhere, 
the clearer becomes the fact that they have no definite, 
substantial, practical scheme for the construction 
ofa work requiring a score or two of millions of 
money. The World is not hostile to progressive 
measures caloulated to open up and develop the 
country, but it isopposed to any wildcat schemes, 
the promoters of which have but one end to serve— 
that of making their pot out of it by bartering ohar- 
ters and other franchises.”

CHICAGO, March 31.—Some time since Chairman 
Midgley. of the Western Freight Association issued 
a circular informing the roads west of the Missouri 
River that, despite the lower rates to California and 
Pacific coast points which it was disposed to putin 
operation, the roads forming the Western Freight 
Association would insist upon their full percentage. 
To this the transcontinental lines have entered 
strong objections, and a meeting was held this morn- 
ing to see if some agreement coull not be reached. 
The result was not exactly what was expected and 
the roads are now turther apart upon the matter 
than éver. 

The Southern Pacific announced positively that it 
would not agree to pay the full peroentages, and that 
if rates came down on Paritic cvast traitic the 
roads east of the Missouri Kiver must share the re. 
duction with the rest. This was not agreed to by 
the Western Freight roads and after a warmfdiscua- 
sion the matter went over until to-morrow. The 
Southern Pacific has the support of the Union 
Pacific, or soon will have it, in the stand it has taken, 
and the chance for a little row seems to be excellent.

- With thevery curious dispute between 
- the clothing manufacturers and their em- 
ployés the public can have no very inti- 
_ mate concern, save forone point of essen- 
tial and permanent consequence which is 
_imvolved, and that is the power of the 
courts to protect the business community 
from whatis known as the boycott. So 
far as the trade unions are involved the 
quarrel between the Federation of Labor 
and the Knights of Labor is one of long 
standing, the merits of which as between 
‘the two organizations are not very clear. 
‘But since the men who have been “locked 
out” are alleged to have undertaken to 
bring their employers to their terms by 
secking to injure their business, by induc- 
“ing or compelling their customers to refrain 
from purchases, upder threat that these 
Sustomers shall themselves be made to 
suffer damage, that clearly raises a question 
that ought to be settled. And it is a very 
great mistake for wage earners to suppose 


that they are not affected by such a prac- 
tice. Thereis no class to whom it is so 
important that free competition for what 
they have to sell shall be maintained, none 
that would suffer more by the failure of 
the law to suppress arbitrary and selfish 
interference with such free competition. 
LE SEEnnenenennneeieimenmnnde 
It is not surprising that Secretary HeEr- 
BERT of the Navy encounters strong opposi- 
tion to his resolve to maintain the merit 
system bequeathed to him by his prede- 
cessors in all the civil branches of his de- 
partment. Until that system was intro- 
duced the navy yards were the strongholds 
of “patronage,” and for many weary and 
shameful years the disgraceful work done 
in them wasthe despair of honorable offi- 
cers of the navy. Mr. WuitNrey did what 
he could to resist the old influences, and 
was firmly supported by the best of the 
naval officers. Mr. TRACY was driven by 
the very magnitnde and difficulty of the 
task imposed upon him to establish a 
definite system for the abolition of spoils. 
With the working of this system Mr. Her- 
BERT became familiar while at the head of 
the Naval Committee in the House, and he 
has determined to continueit. If hechanges 
it, it will be to develop and strengthen it. 
If there have been abuses in its adminis- 
tration, he will correct them, but he will 
not make them an exeuse for restoring the 
old system, which was in itself and neces- 
sarily an abuse. He has a strong sense of 
the difficult character of the great work 
of the department, and he will not cripple 
himself in advance for its performance. 
CA AS OTR 6 TST RET 
The proceedings for the condemnation of 
property at the Bowling Green for a Cus- 
tom House site have been discontinued by 
order of Secretary CARLISLE. This is 
doubtless primarily due to the failure of 
Congress to make the additional appropria- 
tion necessary to complete the purchase, but 
it puts an end to what has always had the 
appearance of being a political real estate 
job. The advocates of the Bowling Green 
site were not those directly concerned in 
the Custom House service or in advancing 
the interests of the Government, but 
they succeeded in enlisting Secretary 
Winpom in behalf of the site and 
incidentally in the promotion of their spec- 
ulation. The scheme has failed and is not 
likely to be revived. It is more likely that 
the present Custom House will be enlarged, 
though under a sound tariff policy the 
room required would diminish rather than 
increase.

The exhibit sent to the World’s Fair by 
the Reading Railroad Company is composed 
of samples of coal and of the tools used in 
mining it.

MR. CARLISLE IN THE TREASURY. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, in the 
brief period for which he has had control 
of the department, has conducted it ina 
manner that has distinctly strengthened 
public confidence as to his financial policy, 
while his general administration has been 
marked by a high degree of intelligence, 
sound judgment, and practical capacity. 
He entered upon his task with peculiar 
difficulties left by the late Administration, 
the chief of which was a general uneasi- 
ness in the public mind created by the va- 
ried and confused talk constantly issuing 
from the officials of the department, to 
which it must be said that the late Secre- 
tary contributed his share. These utter- 
ances gave the impression, on the one 
hand, that the department officers felt 
themselves in atrying and possibly a seri- 
ous situation, and, on the other, were quite 
at sea as to how it should be dealt with. 
To this Mr. CARLISLE has put a stop. He 
is known to have a clear idea of his respon- 
sibilities to the publio arising out of the 
unsound condition of the currency laws; 
but he recognizes no responsibility for the 
effect of changing conditions in the money 
market, does not worry about them, does 
not talk, especially in public, of them, but 
quietly pursues his own way, keeping the 
requirements of the Treasury and those 
alone in mind. He has, of course, been 
fortunate in that the demand for currency 
in the West has brought gold into the 
Treasury, while the higher rates for money 
here have checked the export of gold, but 
he is to be credited with the quiet, sensi- 
ble, and reassuring spirit in which he has 
met the situation, for that has gone far to 
help on the restoration of confidence. 
In the matter of appointments and the 
management of the department service, it 
is not unfair to Mr. CaRLIsLe to say that 
he has shown a clearer understanding of 
the principles which Mr. CLEVELAND rep- 
resents and a firmer adherence to them 
than might have been expected of him. 
He was the first and so far he is the only 
head of department to cause the record of 
all applications for appointment to be 
opened to the public, and that is a measure 
of great importance, and one that might 
well be adopted throughout all branches of 
the executive departments. The appoint- 
ments made under him have been of a 
high character, and some of them have 
shown a conspicuous devotion to purely 
public interests and independence of parti- 
san claims. His prompt and firm announce- 
ment that the Lighthouse and Life-Saving 
Services should be kept entirely free of 
politics, and tasat those employed in them 
should be judged entirely by their merits, 
was an impressive lesson in sound busi- 
ness administration. The plan he is clear- 
ly pursuing gradually and carefully to 
weed out unnecessary or unfit employés, to 
cut off extravagant expenditures, and 
to hold the various branches of the service 
toastrict business accountability is inthe 
same line. We gave an instance of it yes- 
terday morning in the information fur- 
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nished by the Treasury Department as to 
the “allowances” made in connection with 
the Bering Sea arbitration. 


the evidence which we possess of the con- 
servative and practical administration of 
the Treasury Department, because it indi- 
cates that Secretary CARLISLE knows how 
to organize his work so as to leave him free 
for the proper study and consideration of 
the more important duties that he will 
have to perform. These will be complex 
and difficult. The forces that tend to em- 
barrass and threaten the Treasury in the 
maintenance of gold payments have been 
checked, but they have not been destroyed, 
and cannot be by any executive action. 
Later Mr. CARLISLE will have to deal with 
them. The tariff question, both as to the 
effect of changes upon the revenue and as 
to the safe and thorough application of the 
principles approved by the people, is one 
as to which the guidance of the Secretary 
of the Treasury will be at once necessary 
and valuable. Mr. CARLISLE will be able 
to meet the requirements of his high post 
in these regards much more satisfactorily 
to himself and with greater advantage to 
the Administration, the Democratic Party, 
and the country, to the extent that he suc- 
ceeds in applying business principles to the 
organization and conduct of'his office.

THE BERING SEA “CASES.” 
The cases and counter-cases in the Bering 
Seaarbitration have been submitted on both 
sides, and a summary of the chief points 
has been made public, These are only cal- 
culated to confirm the impression that has 
been irresistible from the beginning that 
the arbitration can only pave the way to 
an international agreement for the protec- 
tion of the seal fisheries, and that might 
have been brought about without arbitra- 
tion if the negotiations begun by Mr. 
BayaRD, when Secretary of State, had 
been sustained and carried out. ‘To state 
the claims of the United States as made 
by Secretary BLAINE and as formulated 
by Mr. J. W. Foster for submission to 
the Court of Arbitration is to suggest their 
refutation. They are in contradiction of 
the established principles of international 
law, of all historical precedents, and of the 
contentions of our own Government when 
Russia’s pretensions were set up in 1821. 
Sir CHARLES TUPPER had an easy task in 
meeting these claims as to jurisdiction in 
Bering Sea, the ownership of wandering 
seals, and the protection of the herds while 
on their migrations. 
There was only one way to sustain a pol- 
icy like that announced by Mr. BLAINE, 
and that was by bold and blustering asser- 
tion and a resort to forceif the adversary 
did not give way. Nothing would justify 
it but a readiness to back it up by force, if 
necessary, and an assurance that force 
would be successful. Possibly Mr. BLAINE 
would have delighted in carrying out such 
a policy in such a way, if the “cireum- 
stances and conditions” had been favor- 
able to success, but when he tried to sup- 
port it and induce its acceptance by argu- 
ment, he was predestined to failure. When 
the matter was submitted to an interna- 
tional tribunal of arbitration the conclu- 
sion was absolutely foregone, so far as the 
claims to jurisdiction, &c., which Mr. 
BLAINE set up, are concerned. 
If the arbitrators decide that Russia had 
no exclusive or exceptional jurisdiction in 
Bering Sea for the protection of seals or 
for any other purpose, that the United 
States has no such jurisdiction beyond the 
ordinary territorial limit, and that there 
is nothing in the ownership of the Pribi- 
lof Islands or of seals resorting to them 
that gives our Government authority to 
prevent seal-killing in the ocean—that is 
to say, when the arbitrators shall have so 
decided—then they will consider the ques- 
tion what measures of protection should 
be taken by international agreement. 
That is really the only part of the task of 
the tribunal that has a practical interest. 
All the rest is a cumbersome, costly, and 
laborious preparation for considering the 
question which Secretary BaYyarD raised in 
1886, and which might have been settled 
then but for the hostile and partisan atti- 
tude of the Senate toward the negotiations. 
The whole muddle into which the subject 
was promptly brought by the Administra- 
tion of Mr. HARRISON will result in getting 
laboriously back to the basis of an inter- 
national agreement for the protection of 
the seals of Bering Sea from extermina- 
tion; and in the meantime the slaughter 
seems to have pretty nearly done its work, 
and by the time measures of protection 
have been adopted the remnant of the 


seals may not be worth protecting.

WHY OPPOSE THE EMBLEM? 

Assemblyman FaRQuHAR appeared before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee at Albany 
the other day to secure the elimination of 
the provision foremblems from the Blanket 
Ballot bill, although he practically ac- 
cepted it as harmless when the bill passed 
the Assembly. This means, no doubt, that 
the Tammany politicians insist that there 
shall be no emblems upon the official bal- 
lots to indicate the different tickets, and it 
provokes the inquiry, ‘* What harm can the 
emblem do?” It is merely a pictorial des- 
ignation of each party or independent 
ticket in addition to the printed designa- 
tion, and enables those persons who can- 
not read the party names to identify the 
tickets or lists of candidates by the party 
emblems. 

There are arguments in favor of the 
paster ballots and there are arguments 
against them, and therefore there is ground 
for difference of opinion on the question of 
their use. There are arguments in favor 
of the emblems, but there is no argument 
against them. They simply tell a person 
who cannot read the words “ Republican,”’ 
“Democratic,” ‘ Prohibition,” &c., which 
are the Republican, Democratic, Prohibi- 
tion, &c., lists of candidates on the ballot. 
What harm is therein that, and what ob- 
jection is there that could not be urged 
with equal force against printing the party 
names over the tickets ? 

“But,” said Mr. FARQUHAR, ‘“‘ with the 
paster the emblem is unnecessary,” and Re- 
publicans retort that with the emblem the 
paster would be unnecessary, but they are 
willing to accept it. It is not true that 





the emblem and paster exclude each other 


It is particularly fortunate that we have. 





' 
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so far as aiding the illiterate voter is con- 
cerned, They have different purposes. 
The emblem will enable any voter who de- 
sires to vote a “straight ticket” to do so 
without difficulty, and where there is no 
desire to combine names from different 
tickets on the part of persons who are un- 
able to read them and to mark them 
separately there will be no need of the 
expense of providing pasters. The legiti- 
mate use of the paster ballot is wholly dif- 
ferent. It would not be necessary for 
“straight voting,” and its only excuse is 
that it would enable any organization to 
furnish mixed tickets for the use of voters 
whocould not make them up for themselves 
by marking names in different lists on the 
official ballot. The paster ballot may be 
defended and a strong case can be made 
out for the emblem, but a persistent oppo- 
sition to the emblem cannot be justified on 
any rational gronnd. To intimate that it 
is ‘‘ degrading,” because it implies illiter- 
acy, is asilly subterfuge. Illiteracy is a fact 
that cannot be blinked, and the necessity 
of providing for it is the only excuse for 
either the emblem or the paster ballot. 


THE TAX, NOT THE INDUSTRY. 

We published a few days ago the argu- 
ments addressed in 1882 to the Tariff Com- 
mission concerning the duty on tin plate 
by the leading member of a prominent firm 
that is now manufacturing a comparatively 
small quantity of tin plate in connection 
with its old business of selling tin plate 
that is manufactured in Wales. At that 
time this gentleman earnestly opposed any 
increase of the duty, which was just one 
half of the duty imposed by the McKinley 
tariff, and urged that there should be a re- 
duction. During the last two or three 
years, however, the same firm has main- 
tained a kind of literary bureau for the 
dissemination of arguments and assertions 
in support of the present high duty. 

We refer to this matter again because the 
maker of the strong argument before the 
Tariff Commission in 1882 now appears to 











complain, in some remarks concerning our 


publication of that argument, that wicked 
persons are trying to prevent the manu- 
facture of tin plate inthis country. ‘*We 
do not see,” he says, “ why any American 
should discourage the making of American 
tin plates.” We have seen hundreds of 
times in the McKinley prints the assertion 
that the opponents of the McKinley tax on 
tin plate are moved solely by a desire to 
destroy an incipient American industry for 
the benefit of foreigners, and this assertion 
was in many instances republished from 
the leaflets and letters put in circulation 
by the literary bureau of this firm. 

It is the burdensome taxation of the 
American people for the benefit of a few 
manufacturers that the honest ‘‘ Ameri- 
can” opposes when he opposes the McKin- 
ley tax on tin plate, and not the establish- 
ment of an industry in this country. All 
intelligent American citizens would rejoice 
at the establishment and growth of an in- 
dustry like the manufacture of tin plate 
in the United States if it should not be 
shown clearly to them that they were pay- 
ing a heavy tax for this establishment and 
growth, and that without the assistance of 
this tax the industry would not exist even 
in a state of infancy. 

The people of this country have already 
paid at least $10,000,000 more for their tin 
plate than they would have paid if the old 
duty had not been changed, and they have 
paid this sum in order that this firm in 
Philadelphia and afew other firms might 
take up the manufacture of tin plate. 
They did not at first understand that so 
gréat a tax was to be collected from them 
for the benefit of a few manufacturers. 
They do understand it now, and they 
strenuously object. 

If the proposed increase of the duty had 
been submitted to the people as a proposi- 
tion not connected with a general tariff 
or a partisan policy, with the inevitable 
effect of it frankly and clearly shown, is 
it possible that it could have commanded a 
majority vote? If the people had been 
told frankly that they would be required 


to pay about 25 per cent. more for their: 


tin plate, and that the additional tax by 
this time would exceed $10,000,000, in 
order that a few manufacturers might take 
up the industry, would they have consented 
to pay the price? They would have seen 
that they could better afford to support at 
hotels of the first class all the persons now 
engaged in the manufacture here. 

‘The making of tin plates is not,” says 
this firm, ‘‘a matter of sentiment with us; 
it is purely a matter of business.” We pre- 
sume it is. And if the question had been 
frankly and clearly presented to the Amer- 
ican people as “a matter of business,” they 
would have decided then against the in- 
crease of duty, as ‘‘a matter of business,” 
as they have since decided very emphatic- 
ally at the polls. They would have refused 
to pay an enormous tax in order that a few 
manufacturers might be able to exact for 
their product a price exceeding by 20 or 25 
per cent. the price for which they were 
then buying their entire supply of such 
goods. This whine about the discourage- 
ment of an American industry is unworthy 
of an intelligent and straightforward 


American business man.

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 

There is something of grotesque pathos 
in the fall of the Ribot Ministry. It had 
survived storms that threatened not only 
its existence, but that of the republic it- 
self, and it has fallen a victim to a differ- 
ence of opinion about the tax on alcohol 
In this, evenin the nature of the pretext 
upon whichit was overthrown, there is a 
curious repetition of English Parliament- 
ary history.

In each case, however, thequestion which | 


appears upon the record to have deter- 
mined the event was in fact but an inci- 
dent and apretext. Mr. GLADSTONE’s Min- 
istry was forced to resign because the 
English people in 1886 were opposed tothe 
extension of local self-government to Ive- 
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land, as was shown in the ensuing elections. 
In those elections the question of home rule 
played a controlling part, and the question 
of the beer tax played no part at all. In 
the same way, the attacks upon the Ribot 
Ministry upon the various questions arising 
out of Panama, although they had been 
successfully resisted, had so far weakened 
it thatit fell upon a question that would 
not have affected a strong and popular 
Ministry. Theattacks were in factjustified, 
and they were not made in the legislative 
body with anything like the injuriéus 
force with which they were made outside 
ofit. The Government was weak, and it 
tumbled over at a slight push. How the 
push came to bé given, and what the act- 
ual force of it was, are trivial ques- 
tions. The causes of its weakness are 
alone interesting, and they are not at 
all recondite. It had screened evil-doers, 
just as its predecessor had done. It had 
produced a popular impression that it con- 
tained guilty men, and the nation had been 
aroused by the revelations made in court 
to a determination that no guilty man 
should escape. The remarkable success of 
M. CAVAIGNAC’s speech in the Chamber 
was due to the fact that it was a clearand 
dignified expression of the sentiment of 
the country, and that it showed that its 
author had nothing to conceal. That was 
much more than could be said of the hesi- 
tating and guarded utterances of the Min- 
istry, and that is why the Ministry has 
fallen. 


If there were in France a strong party, 
unsmirched by this or other scandals, it 
would now be in a position to take charge 
of the Government unchallenged, or, if 
there were a challenge, to appeal to the 
people with every prospect of success, The 
Orleanist Party is by no meansin such a 
position, and the appeal to the people of 
France of the backer of BOULANGER in his 
character of inheritor of a fraction of di- 
vine right is merely indicrous. M. Con- 
STANS seems to be the inevitable outcome 
of the situation. He has for some years 
been the one French politician whom 
other French politicians find it equally im- 
possible to go on with or without. At all 
events, he is unsmirched by the scandal 
that has tainted so many other eminent 
names. He is, moreover, known to be a 
man of courage and resolution. though by 
no means ‘‘on horseback.” It seems that 
President CARNoT has exhausted his make- 
shifts, and that he must now either sun- 
mon M. Constans to form a Ministry or 
else incur in the minds of Fren¢hmen the 
serious imputations that in the minds of 
sober Frenchmen he has thus far escaped. 
One thing is quite clear, and that is that it 
will not do for him to attempt the forma- 
tion of another Ministry that is tainted, in 


whole or in part, with Panama.

THE MEDITERRANEAN TRADE, 


‘CHANGES AN OLD MARINER HAS SEEN 
IN HALF A CENTURY. 


GENOA, Italy, March 16.—Great changes have 
taken place in the Mediterranean trade in the 
last fifty years and some record of them may be 
interesting to the readers of Tus NEw-YoRK 
TIMEs. 

In 1846 Imade my first voyage in this direo- 
tion in command of alittle American full-rigged 
ship of only 330 tons, bringing a cargo of pep- 
per from Boston to Leghorn, taking in marble 
for ballast there, and then proceeding to 
Palermo to load oranges and lemonsin company 
with about thirty other ships, barks, and brigs 
from Boston and New-York, chiefly for the 
former port. To-day an American vessel never 
oes to the Mediterranean unless it be some oc- 
easional sailing ship that takes a cargo of pe- 
troleum, and I have not metoneof these for 
years. 

The entire carrying trade between the United 
States and the Mediterranean outward and 
homeward may be said to be done by steamers 
under foreign flags. None of them, either of 
the regular lines or of the “tramp,” is subai- 
dized. 

In 1854 Mr. N. L. MoCready, an enterprising 
merchant of South Street, New-York, since 
President of the Old Dominion Steamship Line, 
proposed to me the idea of starting a Mediter- 
ranean steamship line from New-York, with 
Marseilles as the port on this side. What busi- 
nese there was done at that time was done, like 
all business in this direction, in American sail- 
ing vessels. It oceurredto us that we might 
appropriate some of that where dispatch was 
an object, and thata large number of passen- 
gers who were then obliged to find their way 
irs6 acroas to England and then across the 
Channel through the entire length of France 
would avail themselves of the opportunity of 
reaching these southern shores directly, con- 
veniently, and at leas expense. 

We accordingly bought the steamship William 
Penn, that had been used as a passenger and 


freight ship on the line between Philadelphi 
and Boston. She was a small vessel of oa 
690 tous, but stanch and strong, an excellent 
sea boat, and with first-class accommodations 
et preg 

en | took charge of her I expected ha 
her filled up with freight in a weak or aft mn 
and as she was widely advertised in the most ap- 
proved style in all the New-York, Philadelphia, 
and Boston papers, | thought I shoulda have a 
lot of agreeable passengers, tourists to the south 
of France, ltaly, Egypt, and the Holy Land, 
But what were the results of our enterprise? 
We lay expectant in the dock for a whole month 
the expectanoy growing lesa and less every day, 
and nots pcund of freight was offered nor did a 
singie passenger apply for a berth. 

; I was discouraged, but Mr. McCready was not. 
“Go abvad,” hesaid. “Go over in ballast and 
see What you can get back.” Well, we went to 
Marseilles, where the newspapers welcomed us 
as the ** pioneer steamship of the new American 
line,” with other flattering comments on our 
enterprise. But nobody wanted to ship any 
freigut to New-York, and no Frenchman or any- 
body else desired to go there. In short, the un- 
dertaking was an entire, absolute, and lament- 
uvle failure. Fortunately, however, as the 
Crimean war had just broken out, we found 
protitable business for two years in the employ 
of the French and Turkish Governments. 

it was years before another trial was made— 
[ cannot say how many, for I have not the data 
before me, but no American has ever engaged 
in the business under his own flag, although 
some of our countrymen do own “tramps” 
under the British flag, as our Government still 
torbids Americans to hoist their own flag over 
their property. It is not pleasant to note that 
there are more American Captains in foreign

n the course of time these small steame 
1,500 or 2,000 tons began to make coouanaa 
vovages outward direct. As trade developed 
the French Fabre Line, the Italian Florio-Ku- 
bertino line, and more lately two German lines, 
the Norddeutscher and Hamburg, nearly all of 
them, by the bye, British built, took part in it. 
Ot course Awericans could not participate, for 
the same prohibitory taboo rested upon us. 
Congress said, and still says, “ You shall not 
own ships unless you employ your own ship- 
builders to build them at their own prices. 
Therefore American merchants shall not earn 
freight money, and American sailors shall not 
have employment. American people who wish 
to ebgage in commerce must continue to pay 
$200,000,000 annually to foreigners for carry- 
ingit. They must contribute to the support of 
foreign sailors and depend upon them for man- 
ning our navy, but as for American sailors, vyhey 
may find other business or starve.” 

That is precisely what Congress says in aoc- 
tion, or inaction, if notin words. It has done 
all tois at the dictation of a few American ship- 
builders, one of whom it has recentiy reward- 
ed for his persistent obstruction by passing a 
subsidy bill in his favor. 

I have traced the Mediterranean trade from 
its small beginnings up to the present, when 
tour great foreign steamship lines, representing 
an aggregate tonnage of 70,000, besides num- 
berless tramps, have taken possession of our 
birthright, aud, I was about to say, have driven 
us from the seas. ButI will not say it, for it 
would be unjust to them. Ourown Government, 
whose example is imitated by no other mari- 
time nation on earth, civilized or uncivilized, 
has taken it from us and conferred it gratuitous- 
ly uponthem. It has protected them into the 
carrying trade and has protected its own citi- 
zene out of it. J. Cs 





THE ST. CLAIR CANAL SCHEME, 


CANADIAN MINISTERS NOT IN FAVOR OF 
PRESSING IT. 


Ottawa, Ontario, March 31.—In Parliament 
yesterday, Col. Tisdale moved for a survey of 
the proposed canal across Canadian territory 
between Lake Erie and Lake St. Clair. He said 
that Canada had too much experience of Amer- 
ican diplomacy to feel secure until she possessed 
an independent waterway from tidewater to 
the head of Lake Superior. 

John Haggart, Minister of Railways and 
Canals, in reply, said that he did not see the 
necessity fora channel upon the east side of 
Walpole Island, and Canada had as much right 
to use the channel in the Detroit River as the 
United States. The proposed canal would 
shorten the distance fifty-seven miles, but 
would require the digging of a ditch fourteen 
miles long, and would entail an enormous ex- 
penditure. At present he did not think it would 
be advisable to undertake the expenditure, nor 
did he think 1t necessary to have surveys made, 
as there were already very good surveys of the 
proposed canal. He did not places great deal 
of importance on the need of having an inde- 
pendent waterway, because Canada’s rights 
under treaty were sufficient, and in the case of 
trouble it would be as easy to stop a channel east 
of Walpole Island as the present channeis. 

Mr. Mills agreed with Mr. Haggart that Can- 
ada’s rights to the use uf the St. Clair channels 
were sulliciently secured to her by treaties.

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PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY 
VACANCIES WHICH MR CLEVE. 
LAND WILL HAVE TO FILL, 


THREE COMMISSIONS OF BRIGADIER 
GENERAL TO BS GIVEN — THE 
CHANGES TO OCCUR IN THE DIFFER< 
ENT DEPARTMENTS — CANDIDATES 
FOR THE HIGHER PLACES. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—President Cleveland 
will have @ number of important army com- 
missions to dispose of during his term of office. 
He will have several more commissions if he 
exercises the privilege of retiring officers at the 
age of sixty-two. 

Mr. Cleveland will have threes commissions 
of Brigadier General to fill during the next fous 
years, not including the existing vacancy in 
that grade and the possible voluntary retire- 
ments and deaths. These vacancies will be 
created by the retirement for age of Major Gen. 
Schofield in September, 1895, and Major Gen. 
O. O. Howard in November, 1894, which will 
Promote two Brigadiers, Ruger and Merritt, 
and the retirement of Brig. Gen. MoCook in 
April, 1895. The existing vacancy was caused 
by Mr. Harrison in his retirement of Gen. Carr 
to make room for two Colonels of the line, the 
former of whom was to be retired on advance- 
ment. The Senate adjourned without contirm- 
ing the nomination of Col. Otis, sent in at the 
last moment, which leaves for President Cleve- 
land the privilege of naming the Brigadier 
General. 

In the Adjutant General’s department there 
will be, during Mr. Cleveland’s term, five vacan- 
cies by retirement alone, which will give the 
Presidentas many commissions to be filled from 
among Captains of the line. Gen. Williams, the 
Adjutant General of the Army, and the most 
efficient officer who has ocoupied that grade in 
recent years, will retire in November next. 
The question of his successor will rest with the 
President, and already names are being men- 
tioned for the place. It is likely that the time 
honored custom of selecting an Adjutant Gen- 
eral from among the Colonels of the Adjutant 
General's Department will not be departed 
from. 

In times past a prominent candidate has been 
Gen. MoKeever, a Democrat, who is not men- 
tioned this year, for the reason that he retires 


next August. This leaves as the most promi- 
nent candidate Gen. G. D. Ruggles, formerly on 
duty at Governors Island, and at present 
assistant to Gen. Williams, with Gen, Vincent, 
who ison the staff with Schofield, a good sec- 
ond. In addition to the retirement of Gens. 
Williams and McKeever, other retirements 
among officers of the Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment will be Gen. Vincent in November, 1896, 
Gen. O. D. Green In January, 1897, and Col. H. 
©. Wood in May, 1896. These retirements will 
_ leave five vacancies in the list of Majors during 
the next four years. 

There will be no retirements during Mr. 
Cleveland’s Administration among the seven 
otticers of the Inspector General’s Department. 

Gen. D. G. Swaim, who stili occupies the 
office of Judge Advocate General, although the 
duties of the office are performed by another, 
will retire in December, 1896, for , ithe ig 
not, as is now B page e retired in mber, 
1894. This will give the President a chance to © 
select & Captain of the line for orin the 
Judge Advocate General's Department. 

In addition to the vacancy existing in the line 
of Captains of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
there will be eight retirements during the next 
four years in various grades, each leaving a 
commission of Captain to be filled by Mr. Cleve- 
land from the Lieutenants of the line or from 
civil life. Quartermaster General R. N. Batoh- 
elder retires in July. 1896, and the President 
will choose a successor from the line of Colonels 
of the Quartermaster’s Department None of 
the present four otticers who ocoupy that gradé 
will be in the service when Batchelder goes on 
the retired list, as the oldest reaches retir- 
ing age @ year before Batchelder. This leaves 
the contest between Lieut. Sawtelle, Lud- 
dington, Mooré, and Weeks a 

Other retirements besides that of Batcheldes 
will be those of Cols. OC.. H. Tompkins in Se 
tember, 1894; J. D. ee in May, 1895; 

C. Hodges in January, 1895; J. G. Chandler 
December, 1894; G. B. Dandy in February, 
1894, and W. B. Haghes in October, 1896, and 
Major E. B. Kirk in August, 1894. Inthe same 
department, Capt. J. F. Rodgers, Military Store- 
keeper, retires in January, 1894, but his retire- 
ment does not create a vacanoy. 

In the Subsistence Department there will be 
five retirements, including that of Gen. J. P. 
Hawkins, the Commiseary General of Subsist- 
ence, Who goes on the retired list in September, 
1894, leaving Cola. M. R. Mo and T. C. 
Sullivan candidates for the com mn. These 
latter officers retire respectively in January 
and November, 1897. Other retirements are 
those of Lieut.

SHEPPARD'S AILMENT. 


—— 
ONE INSURANOB COMPANY REJECTED 
HIM; ANOTHER PASSED HIM. 


An instance of the disagreement of dostore 
appears to have taken piace in the case of the 
late Col. Elliott F. Shepard. 

Notmuch importance was attached to the 
statement that his death was caused by the ad- 
ministration of ether, because he was attended 
by two experienced physicians, who would not 
be likely to give an overdose of ether or to ad- 
minister it at all under circumstances where it 
would be hazardous to do so. 

But a new phase of the case has been taken 
on by the announcement made by the Insurance 
Record that Col. Shepard had been suffering 
for some time past from Bright's disease of the 
kidneys. It is a well-established fact that it is 
dangerous to give ether to a patient suffering 
from that disease. 

According to the insurance paper, Col. Shep- 
ard endeavored to obtain, on June 26, 1590, life 
insurance in the sum of $100,000 from the Mut- 
nal Life Insurance Company. He was, of 
course, obliged to submit to a rigid examination 
by the most skillful medioal experts. The diag- 
nosis made by the examining physicians at that 
time was as follows:

Another physician was called in at the request 
of Col. Shepard, who was not satisfied with the 
insurance company’s experts; but the diagnosis 
made by the company’s physician was verified, 
both doctors writing ‘“‘No” on the application 
in answer to the question, “ Do you recommend 
the applicant for insurance!” 

He was rejected because there was an abun- 
dance of casts, showing that the kidneys were 
affecte 

Nevertheless, about the same time, it is said, 
Col. Shepard was successful in obtaining $100,- 
000 insurance on his life from the HKquitable 
Life Assurance Society, passing & successful ex- 
amination. At the examination by the Equi- 
table’s medical experts the applicant showed no 
signs, presumably, of any organio disease. 

And in the published statements over the sig- 
natures of the late Col. Shepard’s physicians, 
Dra. MoBurney and MoLane, the following ap- 
pears: 

“ Between Feb. 24 and March 24 several{examina- 
tions were made, but no evidenve of any organic 
disease of the kidneys was found. His heart and 
lungs preved to be healthy, and, after careful ex- 
amination, the existence of any (disease was exclud- 
ed such as might interfere with the proper per- 
formance of the proposed operation, which was

Balloon Signaling by Night. 
From the London Daily News. 
Mr. Baden-Powell of the Scots Guards has de- 
vised an ingenious method of signaling by night 
with the aid of a paper fire balloon of six or 


eight feet diameter. When it is desired to send 
@ message, some ads made of a brilliant, 
quick-burning composition are strung on a 
piece of quick-matoh, leaving Intervals, and 
using large and small beads to make the cor- 
responding flashes, 

6 balloon is inflated by burning spirit, or 
even straw or wood. The message is then sus- 
pended below it, a time fuse attached, and the 
balloon being sent up, the message is flashed 
forth.

The Honresfeld Burned at Sea. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—Particulars of the 
loss of the British ship Honresfeld, coal laden, 
from Liverpool for fan Francisco, were received 
here to-day. The information was contained in 
a letter from Capt. Brooks of the ship Stronsa, 
which picked up the crew of the Honresfeld and 
took them to Valparaiso. 

The Honresfeld, which was a new vessel ani 
was on her maiden voyage at the time, was 


found by the Stronsa on fire, and the crew of 
thirty-three were in boats alongside. They had 
been fighting the fire for a week, and just before 
Capt. Shaw and the crew abandoned the vessel 
there had been three explosions.

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 31.—The Dominion 
Government, as was intimated in THE NEW- 
York TIMES @ few days ayo, has decided not to 
ask Parliament to ratify the reciprocity treaty 
recently negottated with France. George E. 
Foster, Minister of Finance, communicated this 
announcement to Parliament to-day, 

Communication has been had with the British 
Government and the High Commissioner with 
reference to the clauses relating to fresh fish 
and lobsters preserved in their natural state. 
It was thought that only fish in their natural 
state were included, butit has since been ox- 
plained that canned fish and canned lobsters 
are included. 

The clause with reference to soaps is not so 
clear. As it read in the draft treaty, it seemed 
to give entry tocommon soap of all kinds, but 
the official papers show that it is only castile 
soap that is negotiated for. 

Mr. Foster said to-day it was to be regretted 
that, immediately upon his statement in the 
House, information had been cabled to Europe 
that he had positively said that the Government 
would not ask the House to ratify the treaty. 
lt was stated that the action of the Canadian 
Government had caused umbrage in London 
and Paris, but this had no foundation in fact. 

Parliament would not be asked to ratify the 
treaty this yoar. One of the chief points which 
the Government had to consider was the refer - 


ence to the most-favored-nation clause. What- 
everthe understanding had been, it was per- 
fectly clear that, by the telegram of Jan. 12, the 
other clauses were assented to, and that the 
Government was responsible for them, but the 
extension of the most-favored-nation clause 
was not contemplated, and it was not included 
in the instructions, and was entirely beyond the 
will of the Government. 

No discourtesy had been shown by Canada to 
France. The real reason the treaty would not 
be ratified was that the favored-nation clause 
would give the United States a corresponding 
advantage in the Canadian marketa. 

Sir Charles Tupper, who with Lord Dufferin 
negotiated the oy 0 is reported to be enraged 
at the action of the Dominion Government. His 
resignation as Canadian High Commissioner in 
England is not improbable.

The crime was committed on the night of May 
15, 1892, when the youthful criminals held u 
Eckroth on Western Avenue, shot him throug 
the heart, and robbed the body of a watch. 
Their extreme youth saved them from the in- 
fliction of the death penalty.

Gompers Praises the Boycott. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, yesterday addressed the 
lecked-out clothing cutters at their meeting at 
Beethoven Hall, and praised the boycott as a 
weapon with which to fightemplopers. If boy- 
seotting were wrong, he argued, it was not worse 
than the efforts of the manufacéurers to force 
men out of their unions. 

No power on earth, he declared, could stop 
boycotts. The high protective tariff was noth- 
ing less than a boycott upon European manu- 
facturers. 

Mr. Gompers called [the Knights of Labor 
buccaneers, who were only seeking to feather 
their own nests. With all their boasting, he 

- said, the Knights had only 110 outters in the 
shops of association manufacture: A manu- 
facturer had told Mr. Gompers thathe preferred 
Knights of Labor to federation men -because it 
Was cheaper to buy off a of the 
Knights for several hundred dollars than to 
pey the federation men higher wages all 
round. This manufacturer had also said that he 
could get the Knights to lift a boycott for a few 
a dollars. 

Secretary White of the Cutters’ Union said 
yesterday that the Executive Committee would 
canvases all the unionsin the elething trade in 
this State with a view to ordering strikes in all 
places where work may be done for association 
manufacturers. 

This evening there will be acmass meeting of 
garment workers at Walhalla Hall to consult as 
to whether they shall strike dn Menday.

STOLE AN EIGHT-CENT LOAF.

JOSEPH LLOYD HAIGH FORGED EXTEN- 
SIVELY YEARS AGO. 





A gray-bearded man, of medium stature, 
stepped to the bar of the Harlem Police Court 
yesterday morning when the name of Joseph 
Lloyd Haigh was called to answer the charge of 
stealing an eight-cent loaf of bread from Joseph 
H. Weisner, a grocer at 561 Columbus Avenue. 

Haigh, whose address is 101 West Eighty- 
ninth Street, and who said he was fifty-three 
years old and a broker, explained that he had 
gone to the grocery about 6:30 o'clock, before 
starting down town. He found the store closed, 
but the baker had left the day’s supply of 
bread, and, as bread was one of the things he 
wanted, Haigh helped himself to a loaf, intend- 
ing to have it charged on his bill He was ar- 
vested. The Jestioe held him in $300 bail, in 
default of which he was locked up. 

Joseph Lioyd Haigh, fifteen years ago, was a 
wealthy wire contractor, with an office at 51 
John Street. When the bids for wire to make 
the cables which support the Brooklyn Bridge 
were opened in December. 1476, Haigh was one 
of the first bidders. A contract for wire work 
onthe bridge was awarded him, but the work 
wae not entirely satisfactory. 

In the first week of 1880 the Grooers’ Na- 
tional Bank of this city suspended, and its 
trouble was traced to forgeries by Haigh, which 
aggregated about $125,000. On Jan. 6, 1880, 
he was arrested. e@ gave $20,000 bail, and in 
August following, was brought into court with 
six indictmente against him. 

Much to everybody’s surprise, Haigh pleaded 
guilty to the oharges of forgery. e@ was 
sentenced to four years at hard labor in Sing 


ing. 

Since being released he has speculated. He 
hae a wife and ason about fourteen years old. 
He expected yesterday that bondsmen would 
liberate him this morning.

CHARGED WITH FORGERY.

sA BOOKKEEPER SAID TO HAVE LOST 
STOLEN MONEY ON THE RACES. 


William B. Van Dyke, twenty-six years old, 
Was remanded in the Tombs Police Court yes- 
terday until to-day on a charge of forgery. 
‘Van Dyke was employed as bookkeeper by the 
Radford Pipe and Foundry Company of Cincin- 
natiuntil last May. Then he was sent to the 


company’s Eastern agents, W. T. Partridge & 
Co. of 128 Broadway, as an expert accountant, 
While in New-York, Van Dyke boarded with 
W. 8. Starns, Twenty-ninth Street, near Fifth 
Avenue, a clerk with the whieky firm of H. B. 
Kirk & Co. of 69 Fulton Street. Soon after 
coming to the city, Van Dyke received a check 
for $1,000 from Crook Brothers & Co. in pay- 
mentofabill Itis charged that he forged the 
name of W.T. Partridge & Co. on the check, 
which he gave to Mr. Starns, who had it cashed 
in good faith by H. B. Kirk & Co. Before the 
forgery was discovered. Van Dyke disappeared, 
and nothing was heard of him until last week, 
when he was arrested in Chicago. 

Van Dyke says that when he seonred the 
$1,000 he paid a bill of $25 for the firm and 
then vet on the Guttenberg races. After losing 
$200 he met Goorge Koss of Cincinnati, to 
whom he told the story. Both men then went 
to England, where they lost all their money on 
the Royal Ascot races. Van Dyke secured 
enough money from a relative to bring Koss 
and himself home, and, going to}Chieago, he ob- 
tained a position as bookkeeper with Mandel 
Brothers. He confesses that he got the money, 
but he denies committing forgery on the ground 
—— he had the firm’s permission to indorse 
checks. 





Hotel Waiters Form a Club. 
The German-speaking waiters employed at 
the fashionable hotels inthis city yesterday 
organized the Vindabona Club at 110 West 
Twenty-seventh Street. It will bea social and 
mutual protective association, and only experi- 
enced and swell waiters will be admitted to 
membership. Applicants must speak, besides 
German, either English or French, must have 


been three years in the business, and must be 
reputable and skillful waiters. 

The club has already 150 members. Its ob- 
jects are to improve the general condition of 
waiters in this country. In view of theapproach 
of the opening of the World’s Fair the members 
will ask for an advance of wages. 

They have elected the following temporary

APPRECIATED IN PARIS. 


—_—_——~—_——_—_ 
THE SUCCESS ACHIEVED BY MR. JOHN 
W. ALEXANDER OF THIS CITY. 


Mr. Jonn W. Alexander, the well-known por- 
trait painter, has been so successful in Paris 
during the two years that he has been there 
that it is now said he is to remain at the French 
capital indefinitely. 

As an inetance of pluck and success snatched 
from difficulties, his experience in Paris has 
; been remarkable. He had a handsome income 
and fine professional connections here, but 
partly for his health and partly to improve him- 
self and his art, he deliberately burned a)l his 
bridges, threw over his New-York clientéle, 
and established himself in Paris, where he had 
obtained a commission to do one piece of work. 

He obtained a studio on the Boulevard 
Berthier, in a delightful part of Paris, and soon 
began to attract attention, and, more remark- 
able still, to recelve applications from persons 
who desired him to paint their portraits. He 


made acquaintances and friends among the 
leading artists of Paris,and now comes the 
cabled news that four or five pictures—all that 
he offered—have been declared acceptable to 
the jury of the next Champ de Mars Salon. 

For a stranger and a foreigner in Paris this 
Was remarkably good luck. 

Mr. Alexander has risen from boyhood in the 
country, without any resources but his ambi- 
tion and his courage, until he isacknowledged as 
among the foremost of our painters. He came 
to New-York not many years ago and applied 
for admission as a sort of apprentice in the art 
department of the Messrs, Harper & Brothers. 
There was no vacancy, and while the hopeful 
lad waited tor one to ocour his money began to 
run out 

He had been going daily to see Mr. Parsons, 
the art manager for Measrs. Harper & Brothers, 
and now he called again and said that he would 
rather be an office boy than be kept waiting 
longer. He was bound to get in to that office. 
His pluck was irresistible. A place was made 
for him and he became a promising student of 
drawing. 

In a short time he went to Italy, and support- 
ed there himself by teaching while he studied 
under the best teachers. He describes as the 
most melancholy time of his life the days that 
he spent in New-York with a studio but no work 
on hishands, waiting for the New-York artists 
whom he had met abroad to call and welcome 
him to the city. 

His success in thie city was almost phenom- 
enal. He built up a great circle of admirers 
and painted the portraits of many leading New- 
Yorkers and distinguished Americans. Just be- 
fore he went abroad he was elected President 
of the Fellowcraft Club of Artists and Writers, 
and proved himself a good presiding officer and 
a clever speaker. 

Mr. Alexander is married to the daughter of 
Vice President James W. Alexander of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. With his 
wife he will visit his friends in New-York this 
Summer, returning to Paris for another year’s 
work in the Autumn. , 





THE NAVAL APOTHECARY, 


_—a_— 
NO MORE FAVORITISM TO BE ALLOWED 
IN THE SELECTION. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—There is to be no 
more favoritism in the selection of apothecaries 
for the navy. Young men who want to go to 
sea for the fun of it must try some other way 
than securing appointment as an apothecary 
for a cruise, and influential people who want 
deserving friends cared for on an American 
man-of-war during @ foreign trip can no longer 
have anybody, regardless of qualifications, ap- 
pointed apothecary. 

There must be an examination and a regular 
enlistment, and the candidate must be a gradu- 
ate of some recognized college of pharmacy and 
must be between twenty-one and twenty-eight 
years of age. Apothecaries for duty on cruising 
vessels will be enlisted for three years’ general 
service, and will receive the benefits of honor- 
able discharge an@ continuous service. Those 
for duty on receiving and on stationary ships 
or for duty on vessels of the Fish Commission 
will be enlisted. for one year’s special service; 
those for duty on vessels of the Coast Sur- 
vey will be enlisted for the cruise, not to exceed 
five years. 

When practicable, applicants for the position 
of apothecary will be examined by a board of 
three medical officers. Applications for first 
enlistment as apothecary must be referred to 
the Bureau of Navigation. Candidates must 
pass the usual physical examination, and present 
tetimonials or certificates as to character, good 
habits, and sobriety. There will be an exami- 
nation in general subjects, such as arithmetic, 
orthography, grammar, geography, and United 
States history.. The examination in profession- 
al subjects will require a knowledge of materia 
medica, pharmacy, chemistry, and toxicology.

For Twenty Acres in Chicago. 

Cuicaco, Maroh 31.—Frank F. Ayer of New- 
York and others, trustees of the estate of the 
late James Ayer of New-York, have filed a pe- 
tition in the United States Circuit Court under 
the Burnt Record act, to secure confirmation of 
title to about twenty acres of land in Chicago. 

The property is divided in halves by Hum- 
boldt Boulevard and lies east of Homan Ave- 
nue. Itis unocoupied at the present time and 
is valued at about $300,000. George Hanoook 
and other owners of the property at various 
times since the fire are made defendants, as are 
also the West Park Commissioners. The only 
opposition which the petitioners expeet to en- 
counter is from the Commissioners. 

Prior to the fire the West Park Board is said 
to have brought condemnation proceedings 
against the property and obtained a decree of 
court. The petitioners deny the existence of 
this decree.

JOHN M. CLAYTON’S MURDERER.

ARKANSAS OFFICERS BELIEVB THAT 


THE RIGHT MAN HAS BEEN ARRESTED. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 31.—Sheriff White’s 
dispatch stating that Hickey was the murderer 
of John M. Clayton hasled the -State officers 
and members of the Republican State Central 
Committee to believe that the long-wanted 
murderer is soon to expiate his crime. 
tyHenry M. Cooper, Chairman of the Republic 
an State Central Committee, has received a 
letter giving the names of the witnesses who 
will testify against Hickey. Mr. Cooper refuses 
to divulge the names, fearing that a publication 
at this time might defeat the ends of justice, It 
is learned from other sources that the principal 
witness is a man named Burkhardt, who once 
lived in this city. The total reward offered for 
Clayton’s murderer was $3,000, but there isa

Bib Bayse of this city, a Deputy Sheriff at the 
time of the murder of Clayton, says that on the 
morning of the day before the killing he was 
called to Trumpler’s gun store and told by the 
proprietor that he (Trumpler) had loaded guns 
for two strangers that morning. The men 
looked very suspicious. Bayse hastened to the 
railway station and{learned that they had gone 
onthe Fort Worth train. He followed, and at 
Conway learned that the men had left the train 
there, & two-horse wagon, and proceeded 
toward Morrillton. Bayse kept on the trail and 
came in aightofthem a few hoars later, when 
he saw them talking with a man on horseback. 
Bayse knew the man on the horse, and as he 
was talking to these two men he thought every- 
thing was allright and returned ta Little Rock. 

Clayton was killed that night, and Bayse 
thinks that one of the guns loaded by Trumpler 
was the weapon used. Bayse refuses to divulge

BISHOP DUBS BEATEN,

THE ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT GIVES A 
DECISION AGAINST HIM, 


Orrawa, IIL, March.31.—Tbe Illinois Supreme 
Court to-day settled the Evangelical Church 
war by ousting the Dubs faction, and holding 
that the Indianapolis General Conference was 
the only lawful body and that its adjudications 
and findings regarding the divisionin the Church 
were final and binding. 

The opinion has been looked forward to with 
great interest, not only in the State of Llinois, 
butin Ohio, Pennsylvania, Oregon, and lowa. 
The case upon which the Supreme Court passed 


was that of Hussar versus Sohweiker from Chi- 
cago, and the Supreme Court's opinion is prac- 
tically in accord with that of Judge Shepard 
and the appellate court. 

The trouble grew out of a charge of immorall- 
ty preferred against Bishop Dubs, who forth- 
with seceded from the Churoh proper and 
established what he said was the real Church. 
While posing as the head and founder of this 
rival ecclesiastical body he named the Rev. Mr. 
Husser to preside over the worshippers at St. 
John’s Evangelical Churon in Chicago. It is 
estimated that about 100,000 of the Chureh 
members in all sections of the country professed 
allegiance to Dubs. 

Meanwhile Bishop Esher appointed the Rev. 
Mr. Schweiker to see to the destinies of the Chi- 
eago church in question. The two clergymen 
proceeded to assume the pastorate and a law- 
suit resulted, on which hinged the fate of 
Bishop Duba.

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SCHEME OF DISFRANCHISEMENT.

REPUBLICANS OF CORTLAND TOWXSHIP 
AFTER THE OFFICES. 


PEEKSKILL, Maroh 31.—What the Republicans 
of Cortlandt Township, of which this village is 
part, could not obtain last Tuesday from the 
people at the polis they propose to take by virt- 
ue of their controlof the Town Board. If the 
plan whioh they have adopted is carried out 
the verdict of the people, given in favor of the 
Democratic Party, will go for naught and Re- 
publicans will hold all the offices, excepting 
Town Clerk and Supervisor. The people award- 
ed almost everything to the Democrats. 

Town Clerk Manser had charge of distributing 
the official ballots to the ten different election 
districts in this town. The ballots were alike as 
to the names of the candidates, but the indorse- 
ments of the sets of tickets for the different dis- 
tricts differed. Mr. Manser mixed the tickets 
up. The Eighth District had the tickets in- 
dorsea “Ninth District,” the Ninth had the 
Eighth’s, the Seventh nad the Sixth’s, and so 
on all over town. 

In some of the districts the Inspectors did not 
notice the mistake and in others it was un- 
noticed until late in the day. As it would have 
no legal effect either one way or the other the 
Inspectors in this city paid little or no attention 
to the matter except to score the Town Clerk 
for his gross carelessness in that matter as well 
as in others. 

But in the Eighth District, Verplancks, and in 
the Ninth, Montrose, kicks were made. Voters 
filed protests and declined to vote the tickets 
that belonged in other districts. Finally, the 
polls were closed and remained closed fora 
while until the ballots could be changed the 
correct ones found. 

On these grounds and other technalities the 
Republicans will make a fight to have the dis- 
tricts thrown out, and they began the war be- 
fore the Town Board yesterday, when it met as 
@ board of canvassers. The board is com 
of two Democrats, Supervisor Thorne and 
Town Clerk Manser, and four Republicans, 
Justices David Barton, William M. Barton, B. J. 
MoGuire, and John H. Baxter. 

The Town Board adjourned until to-day at 11 
o’clook, when it again convened. Justice Mc- 
Guire moved to adjourn until Monday, and 
there followed a squabble over the propriety of 
the motion. Finally, as some errors had been 
discovered in Inspectors’ returns, Judge Baxter 
moved to adjourn until to-morrow at 11 o’clock 
and have the returns in the meantime sent back 
for correction, and this motion was carried. 

Chairman Edward Bellefeuille of the Repub- 
ican Town Committee has retained as attor- 
neys Edward G. Halsey and ex-Assemblyman 
David Wiley Travis and the Democrats will also 
have counsel. There mises to be a long and 
bitter fight, which will undoubtedly be carried 
to the courts.

When the new game and fish law was adopted 
by the Legislature of 1892 the regular time of 
the opening of the trout season was made two 
weeks later, or on April 15, but for Long Island, 
which for years has had special fish and game 
laws, the old date was retained. There is also 
@ little stream in Monroe and Livingston Coun- 


tles, probably still ice-bound, called Spring 
Brook Creek, where anglers are given the same 
privilege. 

An interpretation of the law by lawyers of 
reputation shows that trout caught on Long 
Island cannot be brought legally to the city. 
The fishermen who try their luck on the open- 
ing day must therefore eat their fish, if they are 
so fortunate as to secure any, on Long Island, 
and the Spring Brook Creek ople must not 
venture with their spoils outside of Monroe or 
Livingston Counties. To sell the troutin this 
city would be manifestly illegal Most of the 
city anglers wantto fetoh their troutto their 
bomes and enjoy eating them at the family 
breakfast table. 

Another very good reason why the list of 
April ia not hailed with special joy by many 
trout anglers is because of the lack of fish in 
public waters on Long Island and the lack of 

ublic waters that may be fished. The aprin 

rooks and the tide-water streams on Long Isl- 
and have almost all been gobbled up by private 
parties and clubs for preserve purposes. 

The opening of the Long Island season there- 

fore now amounts to Jittle except to the olub- 
men. In the few brooks that are still open to 
the public the trout have become very scarce, 
and the inducements they offer are too small to 
warrant a fisherman in braving the cold and 
running risk of grip and pneumonia by attempt- 
ing to wade them. 
‘rom Smithtown River, however, every 
Speme a few large trout are taken and the most 
of Smithtown River is not preserved. Smitb- 
town is 47 miles from the olty, on the Port Jef- 
ferson Branch of the Long Island Railroad. At 
Patchogue there are also a couple of unpre- 
served streams, but they are not well filled with 
trout. A few other streams, very small ones, 
between Islip and the pn poy on the south 
side, contain a few troutand can be fished. Fire 
Place Creek, near Brookhaven, and Harmen’s 
Run are unprotected. The creeks between 
Jamaica and Babylon on the old Southern Road 
formerly contained trout and were the favorites 
for anglers from the city who had no invita- 
tions to, or owned shares in, preserves. The 
outlet to Massapequa Lake is remembered by 
not a few of 6 older angiers. But now all 
these streams have become feeders to reservoirs 
for Brooklyn's water supply. and their courses 
in many instances have o. 

As usual, there was quite a company of the 
South Side Club to go down to their preserve 
near Islip last night. The bit of brighter 
weather of the day encouraged them and they 
expected to catch enough to eat. The South 
Side Club members only fish with files, acoord- 
ing to an old —— They oarried in their 
fly books the following selections, which will 
serve for a pattern to others who may wish to 
try the early angling: Grizzly King, Coachman, 
Orange Ooachman, Queen of the Waters, Ginger 
Palmer, Cowdung, hite Miller, Scarlet Ibis, 
Jungle Ibis, Brown Hen, and Genersl Hooker. 
The yellow flies are often very success{ul, and 
also the brownish hackles. 

There have not been enough southerly winds 
to rouse the troutto jumping for files, and the 
hook well baited with worms will probably at- 
tract the most fish. 

Visitors to New-Jersey will find but few 
trout. In the northwestern part of the State 
there is quite a number in the ageing brooks. 
Near Warwick, and just below the State line 
two or three creeks sometimes give fair fishing. 

In Connecticut trout angling will be legal. 
There are trout streams in northern portions of 
the State, quite a bunch of them about ten 
miles east of Hartford, and a few near Norwich. 

Salt-water fishermen have been pleased with 
the word that striped bass have appeared in the 
Hudson off Fort Washington. Halfa dozen or 
more smallones have been tempted by sand 
worms, 





MR. ROBERTS CANNOT GET ODT.

HIS UNUSUAL EXPERIENCE AS AN OF- 
FICE HOLDER AT THE SUB-TREASURY. 


Assistant Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts is enjoy- 
ing the unsualexperience of trying to get out 
of office and not being able to do so. Three or 
four days ago be wrote to the Treasury Depart- 
ment asking for a decision as to when his term of 
office would end, and as he received no reply to 
the letter he telegraphed yesterday, repeating 
his request. Up tothe close of business at the 
Bub-Treasury no answer came from Wasbing- 


ton. 
Owing to the death of Jndge Alexander Mc- 
Cue, Mr. Roberts’s predecessor in office, the ap- 


pointment of a successor was made out rather 
hurriedly. Mr. Roberts was appointed Assist- 
ant Treasurer April 1, 1889. is bonds were 
filed April 10, and he took office April 13. 

By law the term of an Assistant Treasurer is 
four years, but so far Mr. Roberts has been un- 
able to find out whether the department boidse 
that he is to go out of office April 1, 10, or 13. 
As he has mn made President of the new 
Franklin National Bank, he is anxious to be 
relieved of hie duties at the Sub-Treasury as 
soon as possible. His own interpretation of the 
law is that his term ends to-day, but the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may take another view. 
There are said to be no precedents exactly cov- 
ering the case. 

Another question, of course, involved in the 
matter is whether Mr. Roberts will hold over 
in case his successor is not named by the latest 
of the three dates mentioned. There seems to 
be more or less uncertainty as to the legai 
aspect of the affair, but he will probably con- 
tinue to look after the Sub-Treasury manage- 
ment until his suceessor is duly appointed and 
qualities for the position. 





Fire in a Tenoment House. 

The five-story brick tenement house at 1,356 
First Avenue, owned by M. Ottenstadt, and oo- 
oupied by eight families, was on fire yesterday 
afternoon.

Will Recommend the District Plan, 

It was learned yesterday that the report of 
the special committee on Republican reorgani- 
zation in Brooklyn, which is to be submitted to 
the Committee of Thirty-two to-night, will 
wipe out the ward associations and will make 
the district the unit of organization. 

A County Committee will take the place of the 
General Committee. Each ward will have one 
delegate at Jarge in the County Committee, one 
delegate for the firat 500 voters in the ward, 
and one delegate for each additional 1,000 
voters. The representation in the City and 


County Conventions will be the same as in the 
County Committee, but in the Aldermanic, 
Senatorial, and Congressional Conventions the 
wards will have double that representation, and 
in the Assembly Conventions three times the 
number of delegates they would be entitled to 
in the County Committee. 

There will be an Executive Committee, com- 
posed of one delegate from each ward and 
county town. There will be 104 members of 
the County Committee under the new plan.

MR. STARIN’S DESCRIPTION OF ITS 
ABILITIES. 


HE SAYS IT CAN DIVE DEEPER, STAY 
UNDER WATER LONGER, AND COMBE 
OUT DRIER THAN ANY CORPORATION 
HE EVER KNBW-—3TILL ON THE 
QUESTION OF THE BOULEVARD. 


Yesterday's meeting of the Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners was more entertaining than 
profitable. The question of the use of the Boule- 
vard by the elevated road was upagain. It 0o- 
cupied nearly all the time of the meeting, and 
disclosed matters affecting the relations of the 
Comwissioners toward each other and toward 
projectesin hand which showed that harmony 
is sometimes quoted below par in the board. 

Beveral communications were read. One was 
presented by & G. Bayne, who said he repre- 
sented property owners who were desirous that, 
the elevated road should be built on the Boule- 
vard, He promised to undertake to secure the 
names of owners above One Hundred and Ninth 
Street who were in favor of this use of the 
thoroughfare. 

Charles T. Barney wrote to Mr. Spencer con- 
demning the proposed Convent Avenue route, 
which, he sald, would nit any railroad heavily 
for damages, and “would raise the devil with 
Croton water pipes.” 

The Equitable Life Assurance Society sent a 
protest against the use of One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth Street for a connection between the 
east and west sides, Joln D. Crimmins wrote a 
letter advooating the Boulevard route. 

Mr. Bushe read a dozen sections upon which 
the Commissioners had practically agreed on 
Thursday, omitting, of course, allusion to the 
northern extension of the elevated road from 
One Hundred and Ninth Street. When he had 
finished he proposed to supply the omission by 
@ resolution as a substitute for everything 


theretofore offered. 

It provided for an extension from the Ninth 
Avenue tracks st One Hundred and Ninth 
Street, through One Hundred and Ninth Btreet 
to the Boulevard, and on the Boulevard to 
King’s Bridge Road. 

Mr. Bushe said that he believed this pro- 
vided the best possible route, and that he de- 
spaired of bringing his associates to an agree- 
ment iu respect to either of the other routes 
already submitted. 

Mr. — dropped his own planand sec- 
onded the amendment. 

Mr, Steinway thought that the amend- 
ment was like jumping from the frying pan into 
the fire, because it proposed to sacrifice about 
three miles of the Boulevard as against a short 
strip, as provided for in the resolution. 

Mr. Bushe believed in keeping on the Boule- 
vard if it were to be ocoupied at all, and if the 
time should come when auother style of transit 
would be favored the Boulevard would provide 
a place for it. Both the elevated system and 
any other system that may be devised ought 
not to vccoupy more than one main line of travel. 

“[ oan’t bring myself to vote for the use of 
the Boulevard by the elevated road,”’ said Mr. 
Starin. ‘“‘Why can’t the Manhattan Company 
condemn private property or go underground / 
What we want isa good route. Itdoesn’t mat- 
ter at all if the elevated road has to pay for it. 
There is no use talking about the Boulevard 
when itis urgedsimply to save the elevated 
road a little expense. I don’t believe we are 
here to save money for that company. We are 
here to provide a good ruute. 

“ Let us get down to business and doit. The 
Manhattan Company can dive deeper, stay 
under water longer, and come out drier thau 
uny corporation Lever knew. There is no rea- 
son why we should show any special favors in 
that direction. I am not casting reflections on 
anybody, bust this is no play with me, and I 
think it is about time that we started out to do 
something and let alone such considerations as 
are evidently now of a good deal of influence.” 

Mr. Inman suggested that Mr. Starin ought 
not to throw broad hints outin the open meet- 
ing without saying what he meant by them, to 
whioh Mr. Starin replied: 

Tam not casting reilections or throwing out 
inferences with reference to my colleagues on 
this commission. If you want to do that I'll 
embrace it.’”’ 

Mr. Buehe made some allusion tothe desires 
of property owners, which prompted Mr, Btarin 
to say: 

= i? any one had sent out a couple of paid at- 
torneys yesterday we could have fixed property 
owners well enough. They would have found 
plenty of opposition.” 

Mr. Steinway said thatif he could be assured 
that a majority of the owners along the Boule- 
vard wanted an extension he might yield. 

Mr. Spencer suggested that there be inserted 
in the resolutions a clause providing that the 
franchise should be inoperative unless consents 
for ap elevated road along the Boulevard should 
be obtained from the owners of at least 51 per 
cent, of the property. 

Mr. 8tarin offered a suggestion that Engineer 
Bogart 5 4 out alins underground or overhead, 
avoiding both the Boulevard and Convent Ave- 
nue, and report as seon as possible. 

Mr. Inman and Mr. Spencer were inolined to 
ridieule the idea of an underground road on 
Washington Heights, and this led Mr. Starin to 
remark again that this matter with the elevated 
road was only one of expense, 

“Speaking for myself,” said Mr. Spencer, 
“thatis notso. The Boulevard route which I 
have advocated would cost $1,000,000 more 
than the Convent Avenue route.” 

“That ia merely your statement,” Mr. Starin 
replied. 

“Itisa statement that I have taken pains to 
verify,’ retorted Mr. Spencer, with some show 
of warmth. “Ialways back any opinions I ex- 
press.” 

“Bodo I,” snapped Mr. Starin; ‘and not in 
many words either.”” This had to do with Mr. 
Spencer’s habit of expressing himeelf frequent- 
ly and at length. 

There was a good deal of talk about what Mr. 
Bogart was expected todo. He said he could 
get up ao plan for going under ground almost 
anywhere, but he did not understand that it 
was wished that he should simply bore a hole 
somewhere for trains to enter. 

Finally he was asked to do the best he could 
to supply what Mr. Starin evidently wished, 
and Mr. Starin said he would confer with him 


upon it. 

“It is too bad,” added Mr. Steinway after a 
pause, “that we, five sensible men, should be 
unable to agree on something.”” 

“Isis very sad,” said Mr. Inman. ‘Suppose 
you try the effects of the kind udvies you gave 
yesterday when two of us favored the Boule- 
vard and three opposed. This would seem to be 
a good time, with the shift inthe majority, to 
advise the minority to agree with the other 
three Commissioners in favor vf the Boule- 
vard”’ 

Mr. Inman said he thonght it too bad that 
when the comwmission got to the point of nearly 
agreeing one of them should suddenly switch 
discussion off om an entirely new and imprac- 
ticable soheme, In his opinion, of all the fool- 
ish things the commission had done or at- 
tempted, this was the worst. 

Mr. Spencer remarked that he would vote in 
favor of having the enaineer oblige Mr. Starin 
merely outof courtesy to that Commissioner 
and not as a matter of ey He thought 
such a proposition occupied time and held out 
no hope of substantial results. 

Mr. Inman expressed himself to the same ef- 
fect, and then the Commissioners decided to let 
Mr. Bogart go ahead without a formal vote and 
do what be could toward preparing the plans 
suggested by Mr. Starin by this afternoon. The 
Commissioners will come together at 2:30 
o’clock to-day to hear what Mr. Bogart may 


have to report

PATRONAGE OF WARD TRUSTEES. 


SOME HAVE MANY SCHOOLS TO LOOK 
AFTER, ONE BOARD NO SCHOOL AT ALL, 


The system of Ward Trustees in the public‘ 


school system of this city produces some curi- 
ous results, as is shown in the Directory and 
Manual of the Board of Education, which has 
recently been published. 

There are five Trustees in each ward, and 
they have the supervision and practical running 
of the schools in the ward, subject to the super- 
vision of the Board of Education, They choose 
all the teachers in the schools of the ward with 
the exception of the Principals, and they nomi- 
nate the Principals, subject to the contirmation 
of the Board of Education. 

Asthe wards in the city vary greatly in size, 


the patronage of the Trustees differs very much . 


in the different wards. 

Te 866108 very curious, but in one ward there 
ien’tasingle sohool. This is in the Third Ward, 
in which is the dry goods district of the olty. 
Up to last Summer there was One little primary 
school in the ward, and the five Trustees used 
to devote all their attentions to its workings. 
They would meet once a month and deliberate 
upon the doings of the teachers and scholars, 

Last Summer the school was elused, but still 
the five gentlemen meet regularly once a 
month. 

Although there {s no school, there is one 
teacher who is credited te the Third Ward. Bhe 
is Mra. Mary E. Tripp. She was formerly the 
oe of the ward school, Primary Sohool 
No. 37. Now she acts as a substitute, takin 
the place of teachers in other parts of the eite 
when they are absent from illness or from other 
Causes. So the attention of these five gentle- 
men, who meet the last Thursday in every 
month, is given to Mrs. Tripp, and ali they have 
to do at this meeting is to sign her pay voucb- 
ers, 80 that the School Board may know that 
she is earning her money as she should. 

An odd thing happened in the Sehool Board 
last Summer when there was a vacancy in the 
Board of Trustees in this ward. The Commit- 
tee on Trustees brought in the name ofa gen- 
tleman to serve as Trustee. The name was 
favorably received, and it was in the very act 
of being contirmed, when a man who was not a 
member of the board said he wasn’t quite sure

Contrasted with the Third Ward is the 
Twelfth, This ward includes all the public 
schools in the city above Kighty-sixth Street, 
and the Trustees have under their control a 
system of schools that is larger than the school 
system of the City of Buffalo. In the ward are 
twenty schools, fourteen of them grammar 
schools and six of them primary. 

Some of these schools bave in the primary 
and grammar departments forty teachers, so it 
can be seen what power and patronage these 
five Trustees have. Generally School Trustees 
consider that they are promoted when nowi- 
nated for membors of the Board of Education, 
but the Trastees in the Twelfth Ward have 
more than once refused to give up their Trust- 
eesbip to become members of the Board of 
Education. They are well enongh satistied 
with the position of Trustee in that ward. 

Though there are no other wards with noschoo) 
in them, there is one ward where there is only 
one. The Second Ward bas just one primary 
school, No. 34, at 293 Pearl Street. The Fourth 
Ward has only three schools, the Fifth only two, 
the Eighth two, and the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
and Twenty-first Wards three each.

OLD RATES RESTORED. 


UNDERWRITERS TAKE IMPORTANT AC-

The action of the underwriters in suspending 
the increase will be subject to the report of the 
committee appointed by Mayor Boody of Brook- 
lyn to investigate the Fire Department, bat it 
is taken for granted by the underwriters that 
this committee will make sncb a report as will 
not interfere with the action of the under- 
writers. 

The sole practical effeet of the “kiox” of the 
underwritera and the investigation of the 
special committee of experts has been to afford 
the “ring” contraetors an opportunity te build 
more engine houses and buy additional engines.

GAVE A BALLOON TO GAMBETTA. 


‘AN INCIDENT IN THE CAREER OF UX- 
FORTUNATE MR. REYNOLDS. 


William W. Reynolds, who shot himself and 
his friend, Miles V. Kelly, in a sudden impulse 
of madness, last Wednesday, at the store of 
Hartley & Grabam in Broadway, was the hero 
of & memorable incident at the time of the 
Franco-Prussian War. He was then an employe 
of the same firm, whose title at that time was 
Schuyler, Hartley & Graham. This firm had 
large importing contracts with the Freneh Gov- 
ernment, and Mr. Reynolds was in Paris as 
their representative. 

Just before the alege Mr. Reynolds completed 
negotiations for ordera aggregating about 
$1,000,000. Having received drafts for this 
sum on New-York and London banks, he tried 
to leave Paris, but found that departure was 
practically impossible. Had he attempted to 
leave the city as a non-combatant he would 
surely have been examined, his securities con- 
fiscated, and his punishment as an agent to sup- 
ply the French Army with munitions would 
ae — been severe. 

n this dilemma he hit upon the ha © - 
dient of aballoon. He wos, perha othe oe 
inator of this plan for quitting the besieged 
city. He ordered a balloon to be made, and the 
great gas bag was barely finished when Gam- 
betta heard of it. He, too, wasina uurry to get 
out of the beleaguered city. 

He went to Mr. Reynolds demanding the price 
for bis balloon. The politic and sensib.e Amer- 
ican offered it to Gambetta asa present. Gam- 
betta insisted on paying for the machine, but, 
Mr. Reynolds remaining firm, the French 
statesman availed himself of his courtesy, with 
many bg pre po of obligations to be dis 
charged at some future time. 

It was fortunate for Mr. Reynolds that he did 
not nse this first balloon himself, for, being im- 
perfectly inflated, it only carried Gambetta just 
across the Prussian lines. Had Mr. Reynolds 
made this trip, he would certainly have been 
captured. 

Mr. Reynolds had another balloon made, In 
this, with a professional aeronaut and one other 
companion, he ascended, and after four hours 
landed safely at Amiens. Thence he reached 
New-York with his contracts and his drafts 
secure. 

Gambetta did not forget his promises, for at 
his instigation after the war the French Gov- 
ernment conferred upon Mr. Reynolds the 
decoration of the Legion of Honor. The grate- 
ful statesman also personally sent him a medal 
in design like that of a balloon and an auto- 
graph of himself, with his signature and the Iin- 
scription, ‘“Tothe brave American seronaut.” 
These trophies were in the possession of Mr. 
Reynolds at the time of his death. 

Mr. Reynolds’a funeral services will take place 
at10 o’olock this morning at the house 155 
Hewes &trect, Brooklyn. ‘The interment will be 
at Greenwood. 





AN INVALID’'S SUICIDE. 


MR. MORSELL, SUFFERING MANY ILLS, 
SHOT HIMSELF ON HIS BIRTHDAY. 


James I. Morsell killed himself with a revolver 
yesterday at the St. Denis Hotel. He was born 
in Ohie March 31, 1826. Mr. Morsell, when he 
was last seon alive, Thursday night, was as well 
as he had been for months. 

He came of a good family, and he was never 
compelled to earn his bread, although when he 
died he had an income that was small compared 
with his resources when he was in the prime of 
life. Once, whes champagne was first made in 
Ohio, he invested some money in the venture, 
but this, 1t was believed, was hia only attempt 
at business. He lived for many years at Stam- 
ford, Conn., and about fifteen years ago came to 
New-York. Four years ago he went to the St. 
Denis Hotel. Mr. Morsell visited Europe several 
times. He was refined and amiable, but eccen- 
tric, and was an able art oritic and something 


of a landscape painter. 
In the last years of his life Mr. Morsell had 


the spine, and within two years lost the use of 
a leg by paralysis, and, in falling on ice in Mad- 
ison Avenue, 80 injured his left arm that it was 
nearly useless to him. More recently he had 
spells of nervous prostration. He was attenu- 
ated and small, and was consplouous at the hotel 
as he wheeled himself about with one hand in 
—* reas chair. It is believed that he left no 
will. 

A nephew by marriage of Mr. Morsell came 
for his body and sent it to an undertaker’s and 
arrangements for the the funeral will be made 
when a brother, who is believed to be in a 
suburb of New-York, arrives. A preliminary 
search of Mr. Morsell’s papers found no will 
or any writing to explain his act. He was a 
bachelor. He often sald that whem he died in- 
structions about his funeral would be found 
among his papers.

Mob Rule on an Argentine Iron-clad. 
Brom the Times of Argentina. 

The name of this vessel ought to be changed 
from the Libertad to the Licentia, judging from 
the scenes that took place on her late voyage 
out from England. The Argentine Navy was in 
sufficiently bad odor before not to need a fresh 
instance of incapacity and insubordination. 
During the voyage out, the conduct of the crew 
was characterized by extreme contumacy, by 
obscene replies, and absolute refusal to obey 
commands, and the officers, apparently know- 
ing what was in store for them, purchased a 
supply of knuckle dusters before leaving Eng- 
land.

A LAWSUIT OVER TREASURE PLOWED 
UP ON A FARM. 


CARROLLTON, Ga, March 31.—An interesting 
case of “treasure trove” has been tried in the 
Oircuit Court in a near-by county in Alabama. 
In 1890 Robert A. Wilson, a well-to-do farmer 
of Clay County, was plowing in his field and 
turned up $6,000 in twenty-dollar gold pieces. 
The box which contained the gold crumbled 
into dust, which showed that the money had 
been buried for years. John L. Wilson, a 
relative of Robert, brought suit for the money 
in behalf of Wilson Harkins, who has been dead 
for ten years, he being Harkins’s administrator. 
Lawyers wereemployed, and the case was highly 
exciting. 

Wilson L. Harkins owned the farm on which 
the money was found, In 1865 he was a pros- 
perous farmer and had an elegant mansion on 
the farm. On the 27th of March, 1865, Wileon’s 
raid was made near this part of Alabama, and 
an old negro, who was asiave of Harkins and 
who was the principal witness for the plaintiil, 
swore thaton the day Wilson’s command was 
near ny saw his master run out of the door 
with a box under one arm and a bag that looked 
as though i¢ contained money under the other. 
The ne said his master calied to him to 
catch the horses and carry them tos certain 
thick woods and tie them. He said his old mas- 
4 ran to a plum orchard with the box and bag. 

box ef money was found between the roots 
of an old pear stump near the plum nursery. 
The money found wes all twenty-dollar gold 
pieces, and they bore date all the way from 1848 
to 1865, there being only three pieces that bore 
the latter date. 

It was proved that no one had lived on the 

remises since Harkins died who would have 

ad that amount of money. The theory of the 
plaintiff was that Harkins buried the money at 
the time the old negro saw him run out of the 
house with the box and bag, and that he told no 
one of the apot, and when he died the secret died 
witb him.

NEW-YORK DID NOT EQUAL THE 
BLAKE AND BLENHEIM.

Naval officers and experts who watohed olose- 
ly the development of the new navy of the 
United States find it difticalt sometimes to place 
reliance in many of the published reports of 
trial trips, owing to the unfamiliarity of the 
writers with their subject matter. As an in- 
stance, no little surprise bas been expressed in 
well-posted circles in this city over the following 


paragraph concerning the recent trial of the 
cruiser New-York. It appeared on Monday in 
the New-York Herald; 

“It is claimed thatthe New-York has nota rival 
in her classin the navies of the wor) ith 8,100 
tons displacement, a heavier battery and a better-pro- 
teoted belt, she is _ than the cruisers Blake und 
Blenheim, recen completed in England. Those 

gre each of 9,000 tons displacement. The 
American Navy hae thus secured an armored vessel 
that beats the record.”’ 

The facts in the oase are that the New-York 
made, as claimed by her builders,a speed of 
20.4 Knots per hour as a result of a thirty-min- 
ute spin. Thisspeed was obtained, according 
to the reports of the trial, under forced draught. 
The air pressure in the firerooms, it is stated, 
registered one inch. 

nder date of November, 1892, the records of 
the British Admiralty show that the new British 
cruiser Blenheim made a speed of 21.6 knots 
per hour as a mean of a four-hour continuous 
speed rup. The contract horse power called 
for in the Blenheim was 20,000. On the speed 
run in question there was developed & total of 
21,411 horse power. This showing was ob- 
tained with a mean average number of revolu- 
“one of 165 per minute. 

The Blenheim in January, 1891, had an eight 
hours’ trial, under natural draught, with the 
foliowing results: oller pressure, 144.7 

unds; air pressure, 0.28 inch; revolu- 

ne, 94.6; vacuum, 27.5 inohes; collective 
indicated horse — 4,924.54; mean speed 
by log, 20.4 knots. 

The data of this trial are furnished by the rec- 
ords of the United States Naval Intelligence 
Office of the Navy Department. This same 
oftice furnishes the information that on Feb. 
16,1891, the Blenheim was put through a series 
of progressive trials, with the object of deter- 
mining the relation of power to speed. The re- 
sults proved satisfactory as regards the co- 
efficients between the vessel and her engines. 
With 89 revolutions and 1,028 indicated horse 
po @® mean 6 of 8,334 knots was ob- 
tained; 50 re 


volutions and 2,079 indicated

In view of the above facta concerning the 
lenheim, itis not understood in naval circles 
n this city how any possibile claim of superior- 
ty of the New-York over the British cruiser can 
as yet be set up. 
Blake had a natural-draught trial on Nov. 
18, 1891, and develo 14,525 indicated horse 
powerasa@ mean of seven hours’ continuous 
speed developed under 
the natural-draught conditions was 19.28 knots 
perhour. No attempt was made to press the 
a ander forced draught. The Blake was im- 
mediately accepted and commissioned. 

Since she was commissioned the vessel has had 
forced-draught runs under the regulations of 
the British Navy requiring high speeds to be de- 
veloped by all commissioned ships at least once 
every quarter. Data of recent runs of the 
Blake are not yet at hand, though it is learned 
from authoritative sources that the cruiser Das 
atéained to speeds equal to the best made by 
the hlenheim, 

The Biake and Blenheim are two of the latest 
productions of the British Navy. They are sis- 
ter ships. The following are the principal 
features of each: Length, 375 feet; beam, 65 
feet; draught, 25 feet inches; displacement, 





. tons. 

The principal features of the New-York are: 
Length, 380 feet 6 inches; beam, 64 feet 10 
inches; draught, 23 feet 314 invnes; displace- 
ment, 8,150 tons. 

Among navy men it is well known that the 
New-York was designed to offset in steaming 
powers the Blake and Blenheim. She may yet 
show her ability on the official trial trip to 
exceed 21.6 knots per hour as a mean of an 
eight houra’ run, but the records show that her 
best speed on the recent run was only 20.4 
knots, and that, too, while under forced draught 
tor the short period of thirty minutes.

POUGHKEEPSINS WATER SUPPLY, 


ee 
PREVALENCE OF WINTER 
CALLS ATTENTION TO ITS IMPURITIES. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 31.—An ept- 
demic of Winter cholera which is prevalent here 
and at other points in the Hudson River Valley 
bas brought prominently before the public the 
question as to whether sewage contaminates 
the water supply to such an extentas to make 
itunfitfor use. Poughkeepsie’s water supply 
is drawn from the Hudson River a mile above 
the oity, and, after first being filtered, is 
pumped into a reservoir and afterward distrib- 
uted through the mains. 

In the Winter both the resorvoir and the river 
are frozen over, and it fs held by many phy- 
sicians that the discharge of sewage into the 
river from the sewers of this city, a short dis- 
tance south of the pumping station and of the 
Hudson River State Hospital, several hundred 
feet north of the pumping station, is especially 
dangerous in the Winter, as the ice covering 
the river prevents the water from being prop- 
erly aerated. 

x-Mayor Elsworth, in an interview, said: 

* All water is more or less contaminated, and 

s0-called gy of water is merely comparative. 

easured by this test the water supplied to 

oughkeepsie may challenge any other public 
water supply in the United States.” 

The best solentific authorities have been con- 
sulted as to the purity of Poughkeepsie’s water 
supply, and the result of the discussion is 
awaited with interest by the inhabitants of all 
the cities and villages north of Poughkeepsie 
on the Hudson.
